beginning of his Oration, ſtopt on the ſudden, 
as though unable to ſupport the Violence of 
his Grief ; then fetching a deep Sigh, wiſht, 
That not only his Voice, but his Life alſo would fail 
him; and ſo delivered his Papers to be read to 
them by his Son Druſus. Afﬀeer this, the laſt 
Will and Teſtament of A4uguitzzs was produced 
openly, and read out by one of his Freemen; 
but of the Witneſſes, unleſs thoſe of the Or- 
der of Senators, none were admitted in ; the reft 
ackowledging their Hands and Seals without. 
'The Will began after the following manner, 
Siuce by the Malice of ill Fortune, my two Sons, 
Caius and Lucius, have been ſnatched from me, I | 
do hereby conſtitute and appont Tiberius my Heir in 
1210 thirds of my Eſtate, Which was made ute 
of as a Confirmation of their Suſpicion by thoſe 
Perſons, that were of opinion, he made him. 
Succeflor rather out of Neceſhry than Choice, 
otherwiſe he would hardly have Prefaced it ab 
ter that manner. "5 
24. As to the Empire, tho' he ſcrupled not 
to take immediate Poſſeflion of the Thing, as the 
Guards about his Perſon, the very Supports 
and outward Marks of Dominion and abſolute 
Power, were ſufficient ro teſtifie ; yet ſo. great 
was his Impudence, he pretended to decline the 
Title a long time ; one while reprehending the 
Importunity of his Friends, ſaying, They kuew | 
not how unruly a Monſter Empire was. At alt F 
ther time, holding the Senate in ſuſpence with | 
doubtful Words and Aniwers, who were cal 
tinually on their Knees at him to accept it, th 
ſomuch that one from the midit of the Mobil 
was heard to cry out, Let bim either take ut 


leave it ; and another told him to his Faghy 
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That others were ſlow to perform what they eaſily 
promiſed, but for his part, he was ſlow to promiſe 
what he already performed. After much ado, he 
was prevailed with at laſt to aſſume it, but as a 
thing merely forced upon him, complaining the 
while, He was obliged to undergo a wretched inſup- 


portable Slavery ; and pretending that no other 


Motive, but the hopes of quitting it one day 
could have brought him to it. His Words are 
theſe ; Till the time ſhall come, when this Honou- 
rable Aſſembly ſhall in Pity to my Age and Infirmi- 
ties, think fit to grant me @ Quietus. 

25: And the reaſon of his deferring it ſo 
long, was the Fears he was poſfeſt with of ap- 
proaching Dangers from all hands. He was 
frequently heard to ſay, He held a Wolf by the 
Ears : For Clement, a Servant to Agrippa, had 
engaged no {mall number of Men to revenge 
the Death of his Maſter, and Lucizes Scribonius 
Libo, a Perſon of eminent Quality, was ſecretly 
hatching ſome Deſigns againſt him ; and be- 
ſides all this, both the Armies, that in IMyricum, 
and the other in Germany, were dangerouſly 
mutinous at the ſame time, both of them peti- 
| . tioning for things not regularly to be granted ; 
but thoſe in Germany were hot for raiſing their 
Pay equal to that of his Pretorian Bands. 
Some denied the Authority of their Prince; 


becauſe he did not derive it from them, and 


uſed their utmoſt endeavour with Germanicus 
their preſent Commander, to take upon himſelf 
the'Government, which he would never hear- 
ken to. This was that which T:berius was chiet- 
ly concerned at, and therefore earneſtly begged 


of the Senate, that they would pleaſe to allot 


him a Colleagus, fince no Man could be ſuffi- 
| O 5 e1ent 
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cient for the Adminiſtration of the whole; 
Without the help and affiſtance of others, ons, 
- or more, as the caſe ſhould require. Beſideg, 
he pretended an indifpoſition of Body, that 
Germanicus might the more contentedly expe& 
the Succeflion,' or at leaſt be ſatisfied at preſent | 
with a ſhare of the Government with him. By 
theſe means, having bruſhed through all Diff 
culties, Clement was by craft betrayed into -his | 
Hand, and lay at his Mercy ; and Lþo, that | 
he might not appear too ſevere at firſt, twa | 
years after received a ſharp Reprimand in the | 
Senate, he having contented himſelf for the | 
mean time only to watch his Motions, and bg | 
cautious of him. For being to ſacrifice one day | 
among the Pontifices, he ordered a Leader | 
Knife to be laid by Ltbo inftead of a Cleaver, 
and would never diſcourſe him in private, un 
leſs-his Son Dru/us were by, and then too, kepe | 
up cloſe to him, and held him faft by the right | 
hand till the Diſcourſe was finiſhed. '| 
26. At length being freed from his Fears, F 
he lived a Civil Life at firiſt, not mugh 
above the rate of a private Perſon. Of | 
the many Honours, and thoſe of the greap | 
eſt, that every day were offered to him, i | 
accepted but a few, and thoſe too of the 
loweſt ſort. His Birth-day happening alt } 
the very wtme the Plebejan Games were periarmn. |þ 
ed in the Circus, he would by no means allow | 
of any additional Grandeur to be ſhewn in th | 
Celebration, excepting one Chariot and a pal * 
of Horſes. He forbad that any Temples, M þ 


= 
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Prieſts of any kind ſhould be dedicated unwll | 
him, and ſuffered no Statues to be erected: ® þ 
him without his own Conſent, which he naw 
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granted, but upon condition that ſhould not be 
reckoned among the Images of the Gods, but 
he common Ornaments of their Houſes. He 
would have no Man ſworn to the Obſervation 
of his A&#s, and could not be brought to allow 
that the Month September ſhould be called 77be- 
rims, or Ottober Livinss He waved the Titles 
of Emperour, and Father of his Ceuntry, and 
would not ſuffer the Civick Crown to be ſet o- 
ver his Door. Unleſs in his Letters to Kings 
and great Princes, he never ſo much as added 
the Hereditary Name of Auguſiuss He was 
Conſul but three times only, once for a few 
days, the fecond time for three Months, and 
the laſt, till the des of May, and that all the 
while abſent too. 

25. He was ſo great an Enemy to Flattery 
that he never admitted any Senator to his Chair» 
either to receive his Complement, or even up- 
on buſineſs of what Concern ſoever. One that 
had formerly been Conſul, endeavouring ta 
make his Peace with the Emperour for ſ9me 
Offence, upon his Knees, he made ſuch haſte 
to avoid, that he fell down backward. And if 
any in common Diſcourſe, or a ſet Oration 
ſeemed to ſpeak more fauningly than ordinary, 
ne never ſcrupled to check,and take himup after 
his own rate. One calling him Dominus, he deſi- 
red him to forbear his flouting Jeaſts for the fu- 
ture; another calling Imployments Sacred, and 
a third ſaying, He came into the Senate by his Aur 
tbority, he ordered them to change their Ex- 
prettions, and for Authority, uſe Perlwaſions ; 
tor Sacred, 1roubleſome. 

25. He ſhewed always very little concern for 
the ſcandalous Refleions, and evil Reports of 
Oo p. others, 
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others, and endured the Lampoons of the 
Town very evenly ; having this Saying often in 
his Mouth : In a free City, mens Thoughts and 
Tongues ſhould be free. But one time above the | 
reſt, when the Senate would have taken Cogni- 
zance of Crimes of this nature, and ſuch as f 
were guilty of them, We have not time enouph 
to ſpare (ſays he) to meddle with theſe inconſiderabls 
Matters ; If once you give- Countenance to ſuch 
Debates, no other Buſineſs will be diſpatcht, while | 
under this Pretence every private Pique ſhall be | 
brought before you to be decided. It was a very 
handſome and appoſite Expreffion allo of his 
in the Senate-Houſe, If any one (lays he) ſpeaks | 
evil of me, I will give him as good an account of 
my Words and Afions as I can, and if that wil 
not {atisfie him, let him hate on, ' Tle hate him a | 
much. EF 

29. But theſe Libels were the rather infuffer- | 
able, becauſe he himſelf was very tender in Þ 
Paying every Man the Reſpect due to his Qua- F 
lity and Character, that he almoſt exceeded | 
the niceſt Rules of Civility. Being-of a con: þ 
trary Opinion once in the Senate to Q.. Hate | 
ris, Forgive me, Sir, (he ſaid) if as a Senatorl | 
bave ſpoken my Mind too freely againſt you. And | 
then addrefling himſelf to them all in general, F 
he ſaid, I bave now ſaid, and ahvays. did, . 
reverend Fathers, that a good Prince, one that at | 
frgns the Welfare of his Country, in whoſe hands yw | 
have repoſed ſuch unlimited Power, ſhould ſin we 
be ſerviceable, not only to the Senate, and Bo

the Community, but even every private Perſons by | 
tereſt and Advantage as the Caſe ſhall require. Ne j 
do T yet repent of ſuch Words, for 1 always fouth 
and [till acknowledge you my good, juſt, and grail i 
Lords. 29. Beſide 
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20. Beſides this, in appearance he ſeemed to 
reſtore to the Senate and Magiſtracy their an- 
cient Priviledges and Dignicy. + Nothing was 
of ſo ſmall, nothing of ſo great concern, ei- 
ther in publick or private Attairs, that was not 
brought before the Senate to be determined. 
There were debated all Taxes, Patents for Mo- 
nopolies, the Building of publick Works, rai- 
ſing or disbanding of Soldiers, the Rendezwour, 
of Legions and Auxiliaries, prolonging or 
granting Commiſſions in time of extraordinary 
War ; laſtly, how any Princes Letters were to 
be anſwered, in what Form, and to what Ef- 
fet. A Commander of one of the Wings. of 
the Army, being informed againſt for Violence 
and Extortion, was forced to plead to the In- 
formation before the Senate, whither Tiberius 
never came but alone, and though once being 
indiſpoſed, he was brought in his Chair, yet 
he ordered his People to -withdraw imme: 
diately. 

31. He complained not in the leaſt, whenhe 
tound any thing carried contrary to his Inclina- 
tion; as when propoſed, that no Magi|trates 
aeſigned ſhould be abſent from their Place and 
Truſt, that their Preſence might give the grea- 
ter Authority to their Office ; yet the Pretor de- 
fened after that obtained the Priviledge of a 
Free Embaſſy. A ſecond time, moving that the 
Money by Legacy bequeathed to the Trebeians, 
might be laid out in mending the High-ways, 
he could nat prevail with them to alter the Will 
of the Dead. An Ac bf Senate being put ta 
the Majority, and he going over to the fewelt, 
no body regarded it lo much as to be biaſed 
thereby. Other, Afﬀairs were diſpatched by 
O 4 the 
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the reſpedtive Magiſtrates according to the ordi. 
nary courſe of Law ; nay, fo great was the Ay- 
thority of the Conſuls, that Embaſſadors froth 
Africk applied themſelves to them for Audience, 
making complaint, that Czſar, to whom they Þ 
were ſent, delayed their Buſineſs beyond their 
time. And it was no. more than might be ex- 
pected, when he himſelf always ſhewed them | 
that Reſpect, to riſe up when they came into | 
the Room, and to give them the way in the þ 
Streets. | 
32. He reproved thoſe of the Conſulars, who Þþ 
being Generals of Armies, failed to adviſe the F 
Senate continually of their Tranſactions, and | 
that they referred to him the ſole Diſpoſition of þ 
Military Rewards, as if ſuch Power were not | 
inherent in their Truſt and Office. He gave þ 
particular commendation to a Pretor, who up- | 
on his entring that honourable Place, com 
memorated the Acts of his Anceſtors in his Þ 
Oration, according to the laudable, though ex- þ 
olete Cuſtom. He frequently honoured the | 
Corps of Noblemen to their Funeral Pile, and þ 
ſhewed a proportionable Reſpect to meaner Per- F 
ſons .and Things. When the Magiſtrates of F 
Rhodes had ſent their publick Letters to him | 
without any Subſcription, having ſummoned F 
them before him, he adviſed them only to. bs | 
more careful the next time, and then diſmiffed þ 
them, without any other Reprehenſion. Din» Þ 
genes a Grammarian of Rhodes, who uſed t | 
diſpute in publick every Saturday, refuſed him | 
admifſion upon an unufual day, but gave hill 'g 
notice by his Servant, to come ſeven days aftery 
this very Perſon afrerwargs waiting at his Doo# 
fo ſalute him as he came abroad, he {aid no morq 
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to him, but, Sir, you may come ſeven years hence. 
His Anſwer to the Governours of the Provin- 
ces, who would have perſwaded him to have 
loaded them with new Taxes, was this : 
That a good Shepherd ought to Shear, not Fley 
his Sheep. 

23. The Soveraign Power he aſſumed by de- 
grees; and though tor ſome time it were hard to 
paſs a Judgment of the Intention of his Actions, 
yet for the moſt part, he ſeemed to have regard 
to the publick Benefit and Commodity. At 
firſt he concerned himſelf no further, than to 
ſee every thing duly performed; for which pur- 
poſe he reverſed ſeveral Orders of the Senate : 
And when the Judges were upon the Bench try- 
ing of Cauſes, would ofter them his Afiſtance, 
ſetting ſometimes promiſcuouſly amongſt them, 
ſometimes in the higheſt Seat over againſt 
them. Upon report that any Malefactor was 
like to come off, through the Favour of the 
Court, he was prefently amongſt them, and ei- 
ther from the Ground where he was, or aſcend- 
ing the Inquiſitors Tribunal, made a Speech to 
them of the Laws and Religion, and the par- 


ticular Crimes they were about to try; andif 


any Negle& or evil Cuſtoms had prevailed in 
publick Manners, he himſelf undertook too ſee 
them ſuppreſſed. 


34. He retrenched the extravagant Expences 


ol Plays and publick Sights, by leſfening the 
Stipends of the Comedians, and reducing the 
number of Gladiators to a certainty. The un- 
reaſonable price of Corinthian Veſlels, and the 


extravagant Luxury of the Times, that three 
#ullts ſhould be valued at Thirty thonfand 


Seſterces, were great Grievances ta him ; ſo he 


took 
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took care to regulate the Expences of Furnz 
ture, and that a Market Price ſhould be ſet fox 
all manner of Proviſions, yearly, by the Sena, 
Withal, ordering the e&4iles to prohibit all pub 
lick Eating-houſes and Taverns, the keeping 
ſuch great Ordinaries, and making ſuch charge. 
able Entertainments. And to give the greater 
incouragement to this thrifty way of living by 
his own Example; he uſed, when he dined inf 
publick, to have Diſhes brought to his Tabk 
which he had dined upon, and had been ſet-up 
cold the day before; and particularly, ſome | 
times half a Boar : upon which occaſion he 
was wont to ſay, There was as ſweet a Reliſh in 
any part of it as in the whole.He ifſned out his Pro 
clamation againft the Attendance ot daily S$+ þ 
lutations; and forbad that New-years Gift 
ſhould be ſent to one another, except on the ve Þ 
ry New-years Day. It was his Cuitom to give 
four times as muchas he received at {uch times, 
| and that with his own hands; but being dib Þ 
pleaſed that he was diſturbed ail tt: Month | 
after, by ſuch as wanted opporginity of making 
their Preſents on the Feaſt-day, he threw up that | 
Cuſtom for all together. — | 
35. By his means the ancient Cuſtom wasre | 
vived, whereby it was permitted to the Parents 
and neareſt Relations of ſuch married Women F 
as had been takgn in Adultery, to infli& on 
them what private Puniſhment they thought I 
good, where no body, would impeach them to F 
the Publick. A Roman Knight having found his F 
Wite in the A& of Uncleanneſs with her Son; | 
in-Law, though he had before obliged himis: 
by Oath, never to diſcharge her, he diſpence@: 
with the Oath, that he might give her a Nr 
vorce. Some Women of ſcandalous Note, h#. 
Villa. 
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ving withdrawn therhſelves from the Priviledges 
of Married Women, by ſetting up for Bawds, to 
elude the Force of the Statute ; and other prof- 
fligate young People of all Qualities, voluntari- 
ly degrading themſelves, that the Act for not 
intermixing with the Comedians and Sword- 
players might take no hold of them, he made 
'F no more ado but baniſht them every one, to 
| prevent the Cheat they deſigned ro .put upon 
the Laws. He took away the Robe from a Se- 
nator for leaving his Lodging, and going into 
the Country juſt before Quarrer-day, that when 
that day was paſt, he might have them cheaper 
at his return ; and diſcharged a Quzſtor from 
his Place, who had married a Lady the Day 
before his Election, to qualifie him for the Ot- 
fice, and the day after turned her away. 

36. He aboliſhed all Foreign Ceremonies, 
with the whole Oeconomy .of egyptian and 
Tewiſh Rites, forcing the Bigots of thoſe Super- 
ititions to burn their Holy Wardrope and Re- 
ligious 'Trumpery. The Youth of the Fews, 
under pretence of a Military Oath, or raiſing 
Soldiers, he ſent into Countries of a-moſt un- 
healthful and peſtilential Air : The remaining 
part of that Nation, and thoſe that were inclin- 
cd that way, he' forbad the City, upon Penalty of 
perpetual Baniſhment irom the Empire. The 
lame Sentence was paſling againft the 4ſtrologers 
and Fortune-Tellers; but upon Snbmiftion, and 
promiſing to bid adieu to their Profeflion, he 
ſtopt the Execution of it. 

27. But above all, he was very follicitous 
that the publick Peace might not be difturbed 
by the publick Outrages of Robbers and Ban- 
6itti, or the more flye anq crafty Attempt ot

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the Seditious. He doubled his Garrifons through, 
out all 7raly ; he built 3 Guard-houſe at Rome tot 
his own Pretorian Bands, who before were fv 


of the Town. He ſeverely puniſhed all Riog 
and Popular Commotions, and did his endez. f 
your to quell them in the Womb and firſt Con. | 
ception. A Murder being committed at a Play 
by a Quarrel that happened in the Pit, he ha- 
 miſhed che Authors, and the Players as Accefſy þ 
ries, nor could the moſt powerful Interceffions 
of the People procure their Pardon. The In-| 
habitantsof Pollentia, not permitting the Corpy | 


verally quartered up and down 1n the the Inyt 2 


of an Officer of the Army to be buried, or be & | 


removed out of the Market-place till they had 
{queezed ſome contribution out of the Heirs to- 
ward a Prize-playing ; to correc ſuch info- 
lence, and prevent the like Diſorders for the fu- F 
ture, he difpatcht away a Body of Men from | 
the City, and another from the Kingdom of | 
Cotizs, who according to their Orders, diffett- | 
bling the Deſign of their March, came upor | 
the Town through ſeveral Poſterns unexpected, þ 
with their Swords drawn, and 'Trumpets found- F 
ing, ſeized it, and caſt moſt of the Citizens | 
and Magiſtrates into perpetual Impriſonment. | 
Through his whole Dominions, he aboliſhed | 
the Rites and Priviledges of Sanctuaries. The N 
C3ziceni having committed ſome Adts of vio- 
| lence upon the Rowan Citizens, he deprived þþ 

them of that Freedom they had —— | 
gained in the War againſt Mithridates. Al þ 
cer this, if any Tumults aroſe in his Dominr 
ons, he marched not himſelf to ſuppreſs they, 
but did it by his Deputies and Lieutenants ; ndf 
even then, but by ſlow degrees, and upon - 
- 
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gent neceflity. Thoſe Princes of whom he 
had a ſuſpition, as though they were difaffe&ed 
| to the Roman Intereſt, he reduced by Threats 
| and Complaints, rather than force of Arn. 
Some he enticed to Rome by fair Words and 
' large Promiſes, but never permitted them to re- 
| turn, as Maraboduus the German, Thraſypolss the 
Thracian, and Archelauws a Cappadocian, whole 
/ Kingdom he reduced into the Form of a 

Province. 

28. Two whole years after he came to the 
Empire, he never ſtirred out of the Gates of 
the City ; and afterwards but to the neighbour- 
ing Towns; and when furtheſt, 'but to Ants- 
um, and that very ſeldom, and but tor a Day 
or two ; though he often ſaid, he would make 
a Progreſs and viſit the Provinces and Armies ; 

 prefling Wagons, and laying in Proviſions in 
all Municipal Towns for that purpoſe. Nay, 
ſo far proceeded he,as to ſuffer the People to of- 
fer lolemn Prayers and Oblations for his happy 
Journey and Return ; ſo that at laſt he was ſcof- 
tingly called Callipedes ; one, who according to 
the Greek Proverb,ſeemed to be always running, 
but never ſtirred a foot. 

39. But having loſt both his Sons, Germanicus 
dying in Syria, and Druſus at Rome, he retired 
into Campania, leaving the People tully per- 
lwaded, that he would never return more, nor 
live long there. And they were not much aut 
1n either, for he never returned to Rome, and 
very narrowly eſcaped being buried alive ; for 
ſhortly after, being ac Supper in his Hall, at a 
Summer Seat called Spelunca, not far irom Ter- 
racina, ſeveral great Stones broke down 1ud- 
denly from the Roof, and killed many of his 

Gueſts 
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Gueſts and Servants, he himſelf eſcaping mij. 
raculouſly. | 

_ 40. Having travelled through all Campania 
and performed the Solemnity at the Dedication 
of the Capitol at Capua, and the Temple of As 
guſtns at Nola, which he pretended were the 
occaſion of his Journey, he withdrew into C4 
prez, taking great delight in that Iſland, be 
cauſe there was but one Haven that let into it, 
it being naturally ſurrounded with inacceflible 
Rocks and a deep and dangerous Sea. But he 
was ſhortly after wrought upon by the Impor- 
tunate Sollicitations of the People to return, for 
there had lately happened a Tragical Scene at 
Fidene, where above Twenty thouſand Men at 
a Sight of the Sword-Players were unfortunate 
ly killed by the Fall of the Amphitheatre, 
Upon this, he paſſed over once more to the 
Continent, and graciouſly admitted all Peoply 
to his Preſence, and that the rather, becauſe at 
his deparcure he had given ſtri&t Charge to the: 
contrary, and avoided their Complements all 
the way. | 

41. Being returned again into the Ifland, he 

became ſupine and negligent of all the Inte 
reſts of the Common-wealth, not ſo much as 
filling up the Vacancies of the Decuries of Horke, 
nor changing, according to cuſtom, the Tri 
bunes and Commanders of the Army, nor the 
Governours of Provinces. Spain and Syria It 
let Iye ſeveral years with their Conſulary Liew 
tenants ; without any regard or oppoſition, 
ſuffered Armenia to be invaded by the Part \ 
Mzſia to be harafled by the Daci, and Gaul BY. 
the Germans, to the unſpeakable Diſgrace, an 
no leſs hazard of the Empire it ſelf. 


42. 
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42. But now living in a private corner, {e- 
cure, as it were from the Eye of the World ; 
he began publickly to own and praiſe thoſe 
Vices, which before he had diſlembled with the 
oreateſt Hypocriſie ; the particulars take as fol- 
low, When he was yet but a Novice, or Freſh- 
water Soldier (as they term it) he grew ſo no-- 
rorious a Drinker, that inſtead of T:berizs, he 
got the Name of Bzberizs ; and for Claudims, he 
was Called Caldins; and for Nero, Mero. Afﬀteer 
this, when he came to the Empire, even while 
he was correcting and reforming: the Licentiouſ- 
neſs and miſerable Corruption of Manners 
then among the People, he was known to be 
in continued actual Debauch one night and 
two days with Pomponirs Flacers and L. Piſo ; 
to the former of which he gave the Province 
of Syria, and the Government of the City to 
the latter, ſtiling them in their Commiſſions, 
His boon Companions, hs ſure Cards at all hours. 
Claudius Gallus, a molt notorious Old Sir Folly, 
| who had been formerly branded for his Debau- 
ches by Auguſtus, and ſeverely reprimanded by 
himſelf in the Senate, inviting him to Supper, 
he promiſed to come, on the Terms that no- 
thing were omitted of his uſual way of Enter- 
tainment, and they ſhould be waited on by 
Siripping Wenches. He preferred to the Queſtor- 
ſvip, a Perſon of inferiour Birth and Education, 
before ſeveral Competitors of Honour and 
Quality, and that merely becauſe he rook off 
his great Three-pint Glaſs. He gave Aſellizs Sa- 
binus Two hundred thouſand Seſterces for 
compoling a Dialogue between the Muſhrome, 
the Ficegula, the Oyſter and the Thruſh. 1n fine, 
he inſtituted an Office of Intelligence for his Plea- 


ſares, 
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ſures, and gave the Maſterſhip of it to T. Caf 
nins Priſcus, a Roman Knight. 

4.3- In his Retirement in Capree, he. invey 
ted convenient Alcoves, which he furniſh 
with Whores and Catamites, and lewd Gdiſey 
verers of unnatural and Beſtial Poſtures and 
Motions ; theſe he called Spin#riz, the Incen 
diaries of his Luſt; he entertained himſelf jn 
ſeeing them in three ſeveral rows abuſing each 
other, thereby to excite his decayed Appetite 
He provided ſeveral Chambers alſo, hung sf 
bout with filthy Pictures and infamous Statug iþ 
and furniſhed them with the abominable Book 
of Elephantzs, that if any one had a mind tf 
be prodigiouſly Wicked, he might not wanta 
Pattern to fin by. He invented likewiſe int 
Woods, Walks and Grottoes proper for the Bei 
ſineſs of Debauchery, where young People d 
both Sexes proſtituted themſelves in the Mak 
querade of Nymphs and Satyrs. So that inab} 
luſion to the Iſland, he was publickly derided by 
the Name Caprinezs. | 

44. One Abomination more he was guilty 
{carce fit to be reported or heard, and indeew 
greater than can be believed of him, thar' 
ſhould debauch young Children yer in Ins 
cence and Ignorance (calling them his lway 
Fry) teaching them to play berween his Thif 
while he ſwam, to lick and tongue, and fol 
times fuck him like Infants not yet wear 
and indeed the Impotency of his Age, a 
beſtiality of his Nature might excite in ul 
thaſe Inclinations to fuch unmanly and abu 
nable Follies. Thus, when a Piece of Pa 
ſizes Work, repreſenting Atalanta, offering -1 
Mouth in that manner to Meleager, was left 
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for a Legacy, with condition, if he fancied 
not the Deſign, that he ſhould receive in lieu 
thereof a Million of Seſterces; he not only 
choſe the Picture, but placed it in his very Bed- 
Chamber. ?Tis told of him alſo, that while he 
was performing Sacrifice, he was one time ſei- 
7ed with a Fit of this unnatural Pafhion, to- 
ward the Boy that carried the Cerſer, that he 
could hardly reſtrain it till the Divine Service 
was ended ; but that once over, he withdrew 
with him, and debauched both him and his 
Brother afterwards, that bore a partin the Mu- 
ſick, and hearing afterwards they upbraided 
each other with that Ignominy, he ordered both 
their Legs to be broken. 

45. How unnaturally he was wont to abuſe 
Women, and thoſe too oftentimes of Quality, 
was evident 1n the caſe of Mallonia ; who being 
brought to him by his Panders, and reſolutely 
withſtanding his brutiſh Deſires, upon the De- 
poſitions of ſuborned Witnefles was cited be- 
fore him ; where he was ſtill at her, asking her 
openly, If ſhe did not yet repent of her coy Refu- 
ſal? till at laſt ſhe made out of the Court, 
went home, and fſtabb'd her ſelf; yet not be- 
fore ſhe had ſufficiently reproached the old goa- 
tiſh Letcher with his naſty and obſcene Mouth. 
Upon which, in the nexc Farce a ſevere- Re- 
flection was made upon him, which took 
mightily, and was inevery bodies Mouth. The 
Expreflion was thus, The old He-goat licks the Pu- 
dendum of the She-goats. 

46, He was fo cloſe and covetous, that he 
never allowed any Penſion to ſuch as waited on

him in his Progreſſes or = ditions; but bare- 


ly Board-Fages. Once indeed he ſhewed his 
WE Liberality 
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Liberality (thanks to his Father-in- Law) when 
dividing his Rerinue into three Claſſes, accord 
ing to their Eſtates and Quality ; to the firſt he 
gave Six hundred thouſand Sefterces, to the ſe. | 
cond Four hundred thouſand, and to the third 
Two hundred thouſand ; which laſt, he termed 
in derifion his Greeks not his Friends. 

He buile no Magnificent Structure | 
through all his Reign; the only things he ever | 
undertook of that kind, were the Temple of | 
Augustis, and the repairing of Pompey's Theatre, þ 
and left them too* both unfiniih'd at laſt. He 
made no ſhews to the People himſelf, and was 
very rarely ſeen at thoſe exhibitted by others | 
leſt he might be compelled to part with ſome: F 
thing, or other at the Deſire of the Rowan Com: | 
monalty ; elpecially, ſince by their Intreaty he þ 
was 1n a4 manner forced to give his Freedom to | 
Adtizs the Comedian. Having been wrought up Þ 
on to relieve the Preilures of fome.few decayad 
Senators, fearing he ſhould be troubled tre | 
quently witn the like. Addreſſes, he gave out, | 
he would help none for the fature, but fuck | 
only, as ſhould make their Caſes known to the F 
Senate, by this means, deterring all Perſons ef | 
Modeſty and Ingenuity from deſiring his Af 
ſiftance. And among the reſt, Horralus, the þ 
Grand-child of Q. Hortenſius, that famous Ore 
tor; who at the Inſtance and Perſwaſions of i 
Auzuſizs, had married, and brought up fow þ 
Children with a very {mall Eſtate. . 

4.8. He thewed nothing of publick Muni 
cence, twics only excepted ; the firſt time kat 
ing out. an hundred Millions of Sefterces i 
three years without Itere/# ; the ſecond, will 

be made good ſome Houſes burnt in Meu 
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Celizs, to the Gentlemen that owned them. 
The firſt was extorted from him, by the general 
complaint of ſcarcity of Money, and the Im- 
portunity of the People for Redrels of that 
Grievance; when through his means, it was 
decreed by the Senate, that all Uſurers ſhould 
Jay out two parts of their Eſtates in purchaſing 
Land, and that Debtors ſhould pay in the like 
Proportion of the Debts, which however ne- 
ver took effek. The other he did to ſet a Face 
upon the grievous Oppreſſion of thole times : 
And ſo highly did he yalue himſelf upon it tao, 
that he ordered Mount Czlius ſhould from that 
time be called Auguſtus. He beſtowed no Lar- 
geſſes on the Soldiery, after he had double what 
Auguſtus left them, except a thouſand Demers a 
Man through the Regiments of his Guards, be- 
cauſe they had not gone over to Sejanxs; and 
ſome Gifts to the Legions in Syria, becauſe they 
only had refuſed to bear the Protraicture of Se- 
Janw 1n their Colours. He very rarely gave 
. Diſcharges tor their Age to the Veteranes, as ex- 
peing by their Deaths, to ſave the Donatzves, 
uſually given at their Diſcharge. Of the Pro- 
vinces, none taſted of his Liberality, excepting 
only Aſia, where an Earth-quake had deſtroyed 
leveral Towns: | 

49. About this time he gave himſelf wholly 


over to all manner of Injuſtice and Rapine, e-*_ 
very one knows how Cn. Lentulus the Anugur, a 


Perſon of a mighty Fortune, was perfectly 
tiezed oue of his Life by him, and forced to 
leave him his Heir. He condemned alſo Lepida,

Quirinus of Conſular Dignity, very rich, and 
without Children, who accuſed her for endea-

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vouring to make him away by Poylſon, before 
their Divorce, then twenty years paſt. Be: 
ſides all this, he confiſcated the Eſtates of ſe- 
yeral petty Princes of Gaul, Spain, Syria and 
Greece, upon ſuch trivial and ſhameleſs Allega- 
tions, that fome had no other Article brought 
againſt them, then that part of their Eſtates 
was int ready Money. He took away likewiſe 
ſeveral Priviledges, as Exemption from Subſfj- 
dies, and the Proprieties of Mines from many 
Communities, as well as private Perſons. And 
to add to all his other Baſenels, when Vero 
King of the Parthians, being ejeted from his þ 
Kingdom by his own Subjects, had taken Re-»> } 
fuge at Antioch with a vaſt Treaſure, upon the 
- Publick Faith,and under the Protection of the Ro- 
»2ns,he perfidiouſly order d him,being firlt plun- 
dered, to be afterwards barbarouſly murthered. 
5o. He betrayed his Rancour againit his 
own Kindred; firſt in his Behaviour toward his 
Brother Druſzs, by publiſhing a Letter ſent from 
him to himſelf, wherein it was propoſed to, 
force 4uguftms to reſtore the common Liberty. 


rate with the reft. When his Wife 7/14 was 
baniſhed, he not only forbore all manner of 
Interception and mediating in her Caſe (which 
had been but a point of common Humanity) 
.. but being confined by her Father to one 

_ Town, h# went yet farther, and kept her - 
within her own Doors, and there too, forbad 
 herall manner of Converſation. He cheated 
her of the Allowance given her by her Father, 
and cut off her Seperate Alimony, and all this 
too, under colour of publick Juſtice, becauſe 
Yinguiins had not directly put in a Caveat a. 
| gainlt 


And he carried himſelf much after the ſame | 
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oainſt ſuch Proceedings in his Will. He was 
diſpleaſed with the Condudt of his Mother L:i- 
via, who ſeemed to arrogate to her ſelf an e- 
qual ſhare with him in the Government ; there- 
fore he avoided her Converſation, and all a- 
long any private Diſcourſe with her, left 
People ſhould be apt to think he acted accord- 
ing to her Meaſures, which he did but ſeldom, 
and then too with great regret. He took it ve- 
ry heinouſly at their hands, when the Senate 
had made a Decrce, that among his Titles, he 
ſhould be ſtiled the Son of Livia, as well as 
Auguſtzs, and from that time took care ſhe 
thould never be called the Mother of ber Country, 
nor receive any publick Honours or Acknow- 
Iedgments from the People. He would: often | 
adviſe her not to interpoſe in Aﬀairs which 
were above the Management of a Woman ; e- 
ſpecially, once having obſerved her in Perſon 
at a Fire, which broke out near YVeſta's 'Tem- 
ple, encouraging the Soldiers and Mobzle to play 
the Men, as in the Life of her Husband ſhe 
uſed to do. | 

5I. By theſe degrees he came at iaft perfe&t- 
ly to hate her, and as is generally reported up- 
on this occaſion : Having urged him ſeveral 
times to enrole one (whom he had formerly 
made Free of the City) among the Decuries of 
the Judges, he perfiſtzd reſolutely to deny her, 
unleſs ſhe would conſent it ſhould expreſly be 
inſerted into the Regiſter, That it was rerely for- 
ced from bins to gratifie his Mother : beingatficenl> 
ed at the Propoſal, ſhe brought out of her

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viour, and theſe ſhe cauſed to be read in puh- 
lick. Theſe Letters which ſhe had ſtifled fg 
long, and now brought to light on purpoſe, 
render him contemptible, he reſented ſo high- 
fl Iy, that ſome have looked upon them as the 
W main promoters of his Retirement ; certain it 
1s, that all the three years he was away from 
Rome, though ſhe was then living, he never | 
made her but one Viſit, and that but for a few 
\iY hours. After this, he took no care to be with 
[8 ber in her laſt Sickneſs; and after her Death, 
1110 drilled off her Attendants ſo long ir expectation 
of his coming, till the Body. corrupted. Afﬀeer 
her Interment, he commanded ſhe ſhould not 
be Cawrized, pretending all the while to act in 
a Uiientious Obedience to her laſt Com- 
mhafatly, He made void her Will too in a' little 
ne aſter her Death, and dealt very hardly 
and cruelly by her Friends and Domeſticks, 
not ſparing even thoſe, to whom ſhe had com- | 
mitted the care of interring her Body ; one of 
which, a Knight, he condemned to draw War | 
ter for the Publick. | 
52. He loved neither his own Son Druſus, 
not Germaniczs, whom he had adopted with a { 
Fatherly Tendernefs, being angry. at the Vices |\ 
of the former, who. was of an Effeminate Dit- 
poſition, and led a Licentions Life. Upon j 
which account he expreſſed not a Fathers conr | 
cern for his Death, and in a little while after, 
applied himſelf ro his uſual Aﬀairs, and put no 
lohg-ftop to the Publick Proceedings of Juſtice. 
Aﬀerwards, when the Embaſſadors of Tum 
came fomewhat too late with their Conſolatory 
Addreſſes, he anſwered them ſcoffingly, as tho 
his-Loſs had been long forgotten ; that he was 
ea ace. cn, "om" heartily.

heartily ſorry too for them, who had loſt ſo 
brave a Citizen as He&for. He was continually 
detracting from Germanicws, infomuch that he 


endeavoured to make his moſt Heroick Atchiev- 


ments paſs for unneceſſary pieces of Service, 
and repreſented his moſt glorious Victories as 
pernicious and deſtruive to tne Common- 
wealth. Nay, he complained to the Senate of 
him, for going to Alexandria without his Leave, 
though he was called thither by a dreadful and 


ſudden Famine. He was farther ſhrewdly 1ſu-. 


ſpe&ted to have been the Author of his Death, 
by the hands of Cz. P:/o, his Lieutenant at that 
time in Syria; who being accuſed of it when 
he came to Rome, would, as many believed, 
have produced his Orders, but that in thoſe ve- 
ry Orders he was commanded by Tiberius, ne- 
ver to produce them. Theſe 1uſpicious Tranfſ- 
ations expoſed him to the continual Affronts 
of the Populacy, who would trequently cry 
out in the Night, Reſtore us our Germanicus : 
and this was afterwards confirmed by the cruel 
Ulage he ſhewed to Germanicus's Wits and 
Children. 

53. His Daughter-in-Law Agrippina, com- 
plaining of him with a great deal of Freedom, 
after the Death of her Husband Germanicxs ; 
he took her by the Hand, and repeating to her 
a Greek Verſe to this effe&, If you ds not Rule, 
gooa Daughter, it ſeems you think your ſelf wo 
ed; and would entertain no farther Diſcourſe 
with her. Upon her Refuſal one time to taſte 
lome Fruit he preſented her at ' Supper, he ne- 
ver invited her again; pretending, that from 
that Action, it was plain ſhe had a ſuſpicion he 
would poyſon her, when indeed he had con- 
« P 4 trived 
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trived things 10- before hand ; both that he 
ſhould try her by making the Preſent, and 
that ſhe ſhould refuſe to accept of it as her cer- 
tain Deſtruction. In fine, after he had ſuggeſt. 
ed ſeveral malicious Falſities ; as that one while : 
ſhe deſigned to take Sanctuary at the Statue of 
Auguſtzs ; another while to commit her ſelf and | 
Cauſe to the Army, he baniſhed her to the | 
Iſland Pandataria; and ſhe not forbearing to re- | 
turn him ſome ſharp Refle&ions for ſuch Pro- 
ceedings, commtndet her to be laſht by a 
Centurion, who'in the Execution, ſtruck out 
one of her Eyes. Upon this, ſhe reſolving to 
ſtarve her ſelf, he commanded her Mouth to | 
be forced open, and Meat thruſt down her | 
Throat : He caſt moſt odious Aſperſions upon. | 
her, even after ſhe had killed her ſelf by pertiſt- 
Ing 1h that Reſolution; and very fain would 
have nad her Birth-Day placed among the Un: 
lucky Days in the Roman Calendar. Nay, he 
lookt upon it as an A of ſpecial Grace'and 
Favour, that he had not ſtrangled her, and | 
thrown her Body into the River Tzber ; and per- 
mitted a publick Decree to paſs, wherein 
Thanks were returned him for it, as an Aci- 
on of great Clemency,' and an Offering - of 
Gold preſented to Fapiter Capitolinus. © © 
| 54. By Germanicus he had three Grand- 
Children left him, Nero, Druſzs, and Caius ; 
4. by Druſ#s, one only named T3berizs. Out of. | 
theſe having no Sohs to ſucceed him, he recom- 
mended to the Senate the two eldeſt Sons of 
Germanicus, Nero and Druſus, and celebrated 
their Inauguration with a Largeſs to the People. 
But' when he fbund, that at the beginning of 
fhe Year there were publick Vows made n

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their ſafety, he repreſented to the Senate, That 
ſuch ſignal Reſpe&t was not to be (hewn to any, but 
thoſe of a good Age, and long Experience. And 
fom that time, betraying the rancour of his 
Soul, he laid them open to the ſcandalous Ac- 


cnfations and Inve&ives of all Men. He acuu- | 


{ed them alſo in his Letters to the Senate, and 
ſhewed himſelf violent againſt chem, after he 
had by ſeveral Artifices provoked them to give 
him abuſive Language ; and being adjudged 
Traytors to the Senate, he commanded them 
both to be ſtarved, Nero in the Iſland Penria, 
and Druſus in the lower part of the Pala- 
tim. Many think that Nero killed himſelf, 
to defeat the Executioner, who prefented 
himſelf before him with his Halar and 
Hocks, But Druſzzs was 1o {tritly kept from 
any Victuals, that he endeavoured to eat 
the very Flocks of his Bed. Both cheir Bodies 
were Cut into ſo ſmall pieces, that it was al- 
moſt impoſſible for their Friends to recollect 
them afterwards. 

55. Beſides his old Friends and Acquain- 
tance, he required: twenty Perſonages of the 
beſt Quality to afliſt in the nature of Cabinecr 
Council, in the Adminiſtration of Afﬀeairs ; of 
theſe ſcarce two or three-eſcaped his Cruelty, 
the reſt, upon ſome pretence or other being re- 


moved out of the way. els Sejanus, F

without the joynt Deſtruction of ſeveralMis 
Creatures and Dependancies, was one of theſe, 
whom he had raiſed to ſupream Power, nor

Mixture of Clay and Blood. "This *appeared yet | 
plainer after he came to the Empire, even in | 
the beginning of his Reign, while he was ye | 
inſinuating himſelf by an aſſumed Clemency, þ 
into the good Opinion of the People. As it | 
happened, a Corps was carrying by to be bir þ 
ried, while a common . Andrew was at his Far þ 
on the Stage; he deſired the dead man to a& þ

| $$. Much about the ſame time, the Pretor 

* demanding if he would have a Court fummon- 

\ ed to take Cognizance of Matters of High 

Treaſon, his Anſwer was, The Laws muſt be put 

in Execution, and ſo they were, with the ex- 

treameſt Rigour and Severity. Some body had 
| taken off the Head from the Statue of Auguſtr, 
| intending to place it on fome other ; this Caſe 
' was brought before the Senate, and becauſe the 
Evidence againſt any Perſon was not clear, on- 
+ ly ſome were ſuſpected, they were wracked to 
' extort a Confeſlion, and the Party at laſt being 
found out, was Executed. 'This odd ſort of 
Crime came at laſt to be ſo proſecuted, that it 
proved a Matter of capital Importance, to 
have corrected ones Slave near 'the Statue of 
Auguſtus; to have ſhifted ones Cloaths before 
that Statue, or have carried his Coin, or a Ring 
with 'his Medal on it; nay, even to have de- 
tracted the leaſt from any Word or Action of 
his were of no leſs fatal Conſequence. In fine, 
one was put to Death for no other reaſon than 
having ſuffered a Vote to paſs in his own Tribe, 
whereby Honours were decreed to him, on the 
lame day they had formerly been decreed to 
Aupuſt us. 

59. Many other Inſtances of no lefs Cruelty 
and Barbarity he was guilty of. daily, and that 
too with the ſhew of Reformation of Manners, 
though 
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though really to gratifie his own implacak 
Diſpoſition ; inſomuch, that ſome were ng 
wanting, who could not forbear to upbraif 
him, not only with the prefent but future Cals 
mities in their Lampoons. Fhus one.

61. After this he left no fort of Cruelty un- 
| practiſed, nor ever wanted matter for it; for 
| he perſecuted not only the intimate Friends, 
byt even the Acquaintance of his Mother firlt, 
«hen of his Grand-children and Daughter-in- 
Paw, and laſtly of Sejanus. After whoſe Death, 
he exerciſed his greateſt Cruelties, whereby it 
| was plainly ſeen, he was not fo much inſtiga- 
| ted toſuch Acts by Sejanzs, as that Sejanns find- 
+ ing his Bloody Humour, was forced to ſupply 
| him with Occaſions of exereifing them. Yet 
In the Memoires which he himſelf wrote of his 
| own Life, he ſcruples not to ſay, That he puniſh- 
| ed Sejanus fur no other Cauſe than his extraordina- 
Tj rancour againſt the Childres of Germanicus bx 
| Son: And yet he himſelf had commanded them 
| ko be taken off, one after Sejanx ſtood ſuſpe- 
£0, and the other after his Death. To reckon 
up all the Inſtances of his Cruelty, would be an 
endleſs thing ; let it ſuffice to recount ſome few 


only. No day went over his Head, though ne-

{omuch, that on that ſolemn Feſtival, the N 
years Day, ſeveral were accuſed and condy 
ned with their Wives and Children; and til j 
Friends and Relations forbad to mourn!

Some being ſummoned to'f 
their Tryal, to: avoid the Infamy of they 
rence, they were ſure to find ſtab'd themialn 
others poyſoned themſelves in Court ; nevert 
 kefs their Wounds were bound up, and'Y 
dragged away gaſping and half dead to Pre 
Such as ſuffered, were always drawn about 
Streets with Hooks in their Mouths, and thw 
down the Gemonie into Tiber, after which 0 
ner twenty were ſerved in one day, and of 
Number, ſeveral Boys and Women. 


young Maids,. he cauſed firſt to be raviſhd 
the Executioner, and afterwards ſtrange 


being unlawful by their Cuſtoms, to 5 
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for Executions is yet to be ſeen at Caprg 
whence condemned Perſons were in his ſig 
eaſt down into the Sea, and received there þ 
Seamen, who with their Oars broke their Bong 
Among others, he found out this fort of Taf 
ment; to make Criminals, not ſuſpeting hisdei 
ſign in it, take off a great quantity of Wing 
and then tying their Privicies with a Lute ftring 
to torment them by the ſtoppage of their Wy 
ter, as well as the tightneſs of the String. Nay 
it is thought, had not Death prevented hinyif 
and Thraſyllus made him delay their Puniſhmeaw 
in hopes of a ſpeedy Recovery, he would ng 
have ſtoped here ; his own Grand-childrey 
would hardly have eſcaped, for Cams was ab 
ready ſuſpeted, and Tiberius he deſpiſed as uw 
lawfully begotten. And the truth is, there wg 
reaſon to think fo, for he would often ſay, Pris 
7ms was an happy man, for he outlived all ls 
Race. | 'f 
63. How hated he became by ſuch Actions 
how tumerous, and how liable to the Tongus 
of all, there are ſufficient Examples. He con 
manded that no South-ſayer ſhould be conſuls [4 
without Wirnefſes. He went about to deſtroy þ 
thoſe Oracles that ſtood near to the Town, but Þ 
was beat off of the Deſign by what hap ol | 
at the Oracles of Preneſte. For having 7 UE 
up the Lots, by which that Oracle was givel} 
and conveyed them to Rome; upon opening 
| Chett,no Lots appeared, till they carried it ba 
again to the Temple. The Government of el 
Provinces, he gave to two that had been Cdl 
 Juls, and. afterwards fearing to truſt them, il 
kept them ſeveral years in attendance at Cous 
and at laſt nominated two others to fſucce 
the 
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them. However, their refpeQtive. Titles they 
enjoyed all the while, and received daily Orders 
from him, which they ſent co their Deputies 
abroad. 

64. His Daughter-in-Law, and Grand-chil- 
dren, after their Condemnation, he ſuffered not 
to travail any whitcher, unleſs in Chains, with 
the Coach ſhut up cloſe, and a Guazxd of Sol- 
diers upon them, tohinder any manner of Com- 
munication with thoie on the Way. 

65. He defeated the Projects of Sejanus (who 
was about that time defigning Alterations in the 
State) and that more by his peculiar Policy, 
than his Regal Power and Authority. For firſt, 
that he might remove him from about his Per- 
{on with an honourable Pretence, he choſe 
him his Colleague in his fitth Confſulſhip, which 
he took upon him then for no other purpoſe, 
after a conſiderable intermiſſion from that Oi- 
fice : And then, after he had/cajoled him with 
fooliſh hopes of Affinity by Marriage, and ma- 
king him Tribune, he accuſed him unexpectedly 
to the Senate in a pitiful Oration, wherein, a- 
mong other things, he beggs of them, That one 
of the Conſuls might be ſent with a Guard, to con- 
autt him ſafely to them, he beings an Aged Perſon, 
and without Friends. And fo tearful was he of a 
Diſturbance in the City, that he gave Orders, 
Druſus his Grand-Son, who was then Priſoner 
at Rome, ſhould be releaſed, it matters requi- 
red, and be made their Head. Nay, Ships al- 
lo were prepared, and ready to put off to what- 
ever Legions he ſhould incline to take his. Flighr, 
and he himſelf all che while waired on-an- high 
Rock, expecting the Torches to: be Tight- up, 
Which he had ordered as figns how thingswent, 
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if other Correſpondence ſhould be interceptedy 
Yet, even after this Conſpiracy of Sejanus way 
brought to naught, his Lite proved never the 
more ſecure or ſetled, for all the nine Mont 
following, he durſt not venture himſelf out off 
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the Town called Villa Fovus. PREEES 
66. But beſides all chis, the numerous rg |þ 
proaches, which were heaped upon him fray | 


all parts, daily galled and fretted his Ming; 
inſomuch, that all condemned Maleta&tors, e& | 
ther openly to his Face, or by Libels flung a F 
mong the Senators, accuſed him of the worl | 
; of Villanies. Theſe oftentimes variouſly aite& | 
ed him; one while, out of a ſenſe of fhamg F 
he would endeavour to ſtifle them ; other timg 
again, he {cemed to ſlight and contemn they, | 
_ and would be the firſt Man that made them 
publick. But above all, he was moſt ſeverely | 
handled in an Epiſtle from Ar:abanws King a | 
the Parthians, who told him roundly of his Par 
ricides, and Murders, Supine Negligence, an þ 
Luxury; and in the end, adviſed him friendly | 
to ſatisfie the violent, but juſt Indignation of the F 
People, by ending his wretched Life. Þþ 
67. Atlength, growing hateful even to hinx þ 
felf, in the-beginning of an Epiſtle to the F , 
nate, he exprefles in ſhort the ſum of all by 
Mileries. Moſt Reverend Fathers, what, or ® | 
what manner ſhall Twrite to you? or rather, at (ut || 
a time; what :ſhall T not write to you? may 
Gods confound and puniſh me worſe, than I a 
find they do, if I know ! Some think he forel# 
thele Calamities through his Knowledge in 
ture Events ; and that for that very reaſon he 
obſtinately refuſed the Titles. of Emperor, & 
Fatker of his Country ; and that the People ſhal 
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be ſworn to obſerve the 4#s of his Reign, leſt 
51 the end, being found unworthy of ſuch Ho- 
nours, it might redound to his greater Re- 

roach. And indeed ſomewhat like this may 
gathered from his own Words, in an Orati- 
on upon thoſe very Occaſions ; either when he 
profeſles, That he as reſolved to continue ahways 
the ſame Man, and that as long as he was his own 
Man, he would never make the leaſt falſe Step or 


falter m bx Condutt ; however he thought it conve- 


nient, that the Senate ſhould not oblige themſelves 
to the Obſervation of the As of one who it was 
poſſible might alter ; at leaſt for avoiding the Conſe- 
quences of ſuch a Precedent. And again; If at 
any time (lays he) you ſhall have reaſon ro ſuſpect 
either my Conduf, or the ſincerity of my Afﬀettion 
zo you, (which rather than it ſhould come to paſs, I 
wiſh I might dye the day before you alter your Opini- 
on of me!) the Name of Father then will be 310 ad- 
aition of Honour to me ; nay, rather a Reproach to 
your ſelves, either on the account of your Raſlmeſs in 
conferring the Title at firſt, or Inconſtancy in altering 
your Opinion afterwards. 

68. His Body was of a large ſize and well 
ſet, his Stature higher thin ordinary, very 
broad in the Shoulders, and well Cheſted ; the 
relt of his parts down to his Feet, very propor- 
tionable. His Left Hand was ſtronger and 
numbler than the Right ; his Joynts ſo very 
firm, that he could force an hole through 2 
green hard Apple with his Finger. He was of 
2 fair Complexion, his Hair hanging ſo low be- 
hind, that his Neck was never to be-keen, which 
was obſerved to be peculiar to that Family. Of 
2 graceful Look, though he was often troubled 
with lictle Pimples, and had very large Eyes ; 
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and, what was ſtrange, could ſee in the Dacfif 
but not far, and that too upon juſt waking, 4. 
terwards they grew dim. He carried his Ne 
very ſtitty, and a little awry, and appeared {yl 
the moſt part very reſefved in his Countenang 
and not too free of his Words. ' He ſeldom 
never held any Diſcourſe with his near 
Friends, being ſlow of Speech, and always uſe þ 
ing an odd kind of Motion with his Fingen þ. 
All which,were looked upon by Augnſt:z as figuF 
of Pride and unbecoming, ana he himſelf exþ 
deavoured to excuſe them to the Senate 'andſf 
People, alledging they were natural Imperte&dÞþ 
ons, and not the Effects of any ill Habic. HE 
was of a very Healthful Conſtitution, all tF 
while of his Reign ſcarce ever amiſs, though 
from the thirtieth year of his Age, he todkþ 
upon himſelf the Regimen of his Health, with 
out -any Advice and Affiſtance from Phy 
Clans. _ | 
69. He was no great Bigot for Religion and þ 
the Gods, being a profeſled Lover of Aſtrology, Þ 
whoſe Principles naturally lead to Pare and: it F: 
Teſiſtable Necetlity ; yet was he -mightily tear þ 
ful of Thunder, and in a Storm, would alway Þ 
wear a Laurel Crown on his Head, that Tre 
being vulgarly believed to be free from te 
ſtroak of Thunder. ; 

70. 'He'made* it his Buſineſs to promote and 
encourage the Liberal Arts of both kinds. 
his Stile, he imitated Corvinus Meſſalla, whom i 
way of ſpeaking he had retained a Kindneſs 
Irom his younger years; bur what out of a 
tectation, and a peculiar Moroſeneſs, 1n bs 
Delivery he was athally obſcure, ſo that his BY 
tempore Talk was better liked of, than whe 
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ſoke upon Premeditation. He was Author al- 

of a Lyrick Poem under this Title, 4 Com- 

* plaint for the Death of Lucius Czfar, and ſome 
Greek Verſes he wrote too 1n imitation of Ex- 
phorion, Rhiauus, and - Parthenius, for which 
Writers he expreſſed ſo particular an Eſteem, 
that he ordered their Statues to be fet up, and 
their Writings repoſited amang the Ancient 
Authors of beſt repute : And for this very rea- 
ſon many of the Wits and Eſprits of that Age 
were forward in ſhewing their well* liking of 
them to him. But above all, he was follicitous 
even to the Forfeiture of his Diſcretion, in pre- 
ſerving the old Fabulous Poetical Jargon. For 
the Queſtions he uſually propounded to the 
Grammarians (which Cattel, as we have alrea- 
dy hinted, he delighted chiefly in) were of 
this kind ; Who was Hecuba's Mother ? What 
was Achille's Nawae, while be Iurked among the 
Wenches at the Boarding-Schoot? What Ballad 1as 
that the Syrens ſang ? And the very firſt day he 
entred the Senate after Auguſiis's Death 3 as if, 
after the Example of Mines, heretofore, at the 
Death of his Son, he deſigned at once to per- 
torm the Offices due to his Father, and the 
Rites of Religion, he offered Incenſe and F/:ne, 
but omitted the ind-Muſick. 

' 71. The Greek Tongue, though he was ſufh- 
ciently acquainted with ir, he uſed not as his 
common Diſcourſe, but forbore it eſpecially in 
the Senate ; infomuch that having occaſion to 
ule the Word Momnopolinm there, he did it not 
without asking their Pardon firſt, for introdu- 
Cing a Foreigner within thoſe Walls. And an- 
other time, the Word Emblema being inſerted 
to a Decree, he declared his Opinion, that 
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either that word, ought to be chatiged for 
of the ſame Import of their own, or at lea 
if that could not be, the thing to be exprefſiy Þ 
by Circumlocution. A. Greek Soldier being & þ 
witneſs in a Cauſe, he pronounced his Fe | 
dence void, unleſs it were given in the Ley þ 
Tongue. | 

72. The whole time of his Retreat, he «+ þ 
deavoured to return to Rome but twice ; the F 
firſt time he ventured in his Barge up the Rzv4e 
as far as the Gardens, near which the Mock-ſes | 
Fight is celebrated, but took care to have I 
Guards all along the Banks, to hinder any fronz | 
coming to meet him. Another time, he ap 
proached within ſeven Miles of the Town, by 
the Appian way, but contenting himſelf withz | 
fight of the Place only, returned. The Rev | 
ſons of his firſt Return are uncertain; but the þ 
latter it ſeems was occaſioned by an extraotdþ | 
nary Accident. He took great delight in & | 
Dragon which was brought up tame, and # F 
that time calling for it to feed, he found it d& }þ: 
voured by a Neſt of Ants, which ſerved as | 
Warning to him to keep out of the Clutches 
the:Mobz]e.But making too much haſte in his-R& | 
turn, he was taken amils at 4ſura in Campanis; | 
whence, being ſomewhat amended, he renw 
ved to Circei; where, to diſguiſe his Indiſpoſite þ 
on and Weakneſs, he was not only preſent & | 
their Sport, but himſelf encountred a Boar il þ 
the Area, and flew him with his Darts; but F 
overheating himſelf in the Exerciſe, and te þ 
king cold upon it, he was ftruck with a Pleat | 
fie, and relapſed into a worſe Condition tall Þ 
ever. Yet he bore it out well a great willy 
and during his Journey as far 'y AMiſennm, Ons 
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ted nothing of his daily courſe of Life, not fo 
{> much as his Entertainments, and other pub- 
lick Delights; and this out of Intemperance 
par:ly, and partly Diffimulation : For Chari- . 
cs his Phyſician, at a publick Feaſt, having 
obtained leave to be abſent for ſome time, and 
taking up his hand with a deſign to kiſs it be- 
fore he went, he ſuſpe&ted it.a Deſign to feel” 
his Pulſe, and ordered him to fit down again, 
and lengthened out the Entertainment. Nay, 
after it was over, he continued his old Cuſtom, 
ſtanding in the middle of the Room with an 
Officer by him, and taking leave of them Man 
by Man when they departed. 

723. After this, reading in the Journal of the 
Senate, that ſome Perſons were diſmiſſed with- 
out being tryed, becauſe he had ſignitted only, 
that there had been Informations againſt them 
without ſpecifying their particular Crimes ; he 
took this for an inſupportable Contempt, and 
reſolved one way or other for Caprez again ; 
not daring to ſtir in the Buſineſs till he was 
where he might do it ſafely. But being hin- 
dred by the continual ſtormy Weather, and his 
Diſtemper continually growing upon him, in: 
ſome time he breathed his laſt the 16th. of 
March, at the Country Houſe of Lucullas, in 
the 78th. year of his Life, C». Acerronivs Prock- 
iz, and C. Pontins Nzger being then Conſuls. 
Some think that Caizs gave him a Poiſon that 
wrought upon him by ſlow degrees ; others, 
that they would give him no Meat, though his 
Fever were quite gone off from him; and 
lome, that he was ſtifled with a Pillow, having 
inquired for a Ring that was taken off his Fin-

and continued burning till late at night. 
75. So tranſported were all People with the 
News of his Death, that from the very firlt no- 
tice of it they gathered in Companies in the 


_ open Street; ſome crying out, To the Tiber with 


Tiberius; others making it their Prayer to the 
Hother of the Gods, and the Infernal Manes, that 
be might be allowed no place but among the Wicked ; 
and tome were for dragging his Body with the 
Hooks, and throwing it down the Gemoniz, be- 
ing provoked not only by his former Barbarr 
ties, but an Inſtance then freſh in their Memo-

a Decree of Senate, that no Perſon condemn 


ſhould ſuffer within Ten days after he had re 
ceived Condemnation ; now ſo it happened, 
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that the very day they heard T 
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Yinw's Death, was Execution day with ſome Per- 
ſons, they Petitioned hard for a Reprieve ; but 
becauſe Cairns was abſent, there was no body to 
whom Applications might be made for them : 
ſo the Keepers, in whoſe Cuſtody they were, 
that they might appear punctual in obſerving 
the Decree, ſtrangled them privately, and 
threw their Bodies down the Gemoniz. This 


Accident exaſperated the People againſt him, 


as if Death could not put a Period to his Cruel- 
ty. When his Body was to be removed from 
Miſenum, they cryed out all together, That 
Atella 2vas the propereſt place to have him to, to be 
half burnt there in the Theatre ;, yet the Soldiers 
brought him to Rowe, where he was burnt with 
the uſual Solemnities. 

76. About two years before he died, he made 
two Wills, one under his own Hand, and the 
other by hi® Free-man, both to the ſame itect, 
witneſſed by fome of inferior Condition. . By 
this Will he left his Eſtate equally between Cazzs 
his Grandſon by Germanicus, and Tiberius by 
Druſus, *with proviſo, that if either failed, then 
the other ſhould inherit the whole. He gave 
Legacies alſo to moſt, as the Veſtals, the Sol- 
diers, and the Commons, to every Man; but 


to the Governours of every Ward extraordi- 
nary. 
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Done into Engliſh by M. E. Gent. o 
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ERMANICUS the Father of Ca;j- 
" # Czſar, and the Son of Druſas 
by Antonia, the Tecond Daughter 
of Ofavia (who was Auguſtus's 
Siſter) after his Adoption by his Uncle 7iberizs, 
though he wanted five years of the qualification 
of Age requir'd* by the Laws, immediately en- 
joy'd the Office of Quzſtor, and in ſometime 
aſter, the Honour 'ot the Conlulate. When 
he News of Auguſtas's Death came to the . Ar- 
my which he . commanded in Germany, all the 
Legions with great oþbſtinacy rejefing Tiberias, 
unanimouſly offered him the Government of 
the Empire; but-with as much reſolution and 
generofity of Mind, as dutiful refpe& to- his 
Father, he ſtopp*d the Mutiny of the Soldiers, 
and preſently after, defeated. the Enemy- and 
triumphed. Afﬀeer this, being the ſecond time 
created Conſul, but not ating in that Station, 
he was ſent away like one banilh'd, to ſettle 
the Afﬀairs of the Eaſt; and having there ſub- . 
du'd the King of Armenia, and made Cappador 
- Tt,

cia a Roman Province, he decayd at Antiq 
with a ſlow Diſeaſe, and dy'd in the Thi 
fourth year of his Age. Several concurrent Y 
dications occaſion'd a ſuſpicion of Poyſon ; | 
beſides the livid Spots which appear'd uponh 
Body, and an unuſual Froth flowing at hi 
Mouth, after he was conlſum'd to Aſhes at tif 
Solemnization of his Funeral, his Heart wy 
found untouch'd amongſt the Bones, and the 
nature of that, they ſay, is ſuch, that if ting 
with Poyſon, it car't be deſtroy'd with Fire, þ 

2. His Death was univerſally imputed to th 
ſecret Contrivance of Tiberius, and the inſtry Þ 
mental Afliſtance of Cy. Piſo, who being aboit Þ 
that time advanc'd to the Government of Syrig Þ 
openly declar'd that he thought himſelf unde þ 
a neceflity of difobliging either the Father « þ 
the Son; for which reaſon, he ſo far exceeded F 
the Meaſures of common Humanity, that by Þ 
abuſed Germanicus even in his Sickneſs, to i 
high a degree, with contumelious Languagg; Þ 
and acted againſt him with ſo much barbaroyy. Þ 
Cruelty, that at his return to Rowe, he narrog | 
ly eſcap'd the Fury of the People, and was cor Þ 
deny'd to Death by the Senate. by 

3. He excelPd certainly the ceft of Mankiyd F 
in all the Accompliſhments of Mind and Far þ 
feftions of Body ; his Shape was curious, W | 

Strength and Courage great ; he was Mailer þ 
all the Rowan and Grecian Eloquence, and W 
Parts were refin'd with the Learning at bop 
Tongues ; he had a fweetneſs of Temper, W 
moſt peculiar to himſelf; his Humour was 
treamly pleaſing,, and he had a moſt wand 
ful way of winning the Hearts, and prevalllls 
over the Afﬀedtions of all he converied Wl 
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the flenderneſs of his Legs indeed did not-alto- 
gether anſwer the finegeſs of his Make in other 
"eſpeas, but they too in time were filled up, 
+ became proportionable, by a conſtancy of-- 
Riding after Meals. He oftentimes perſonally 
| encountred the Enemy ; he did not diſdain to 
* nlead in the Courts of Judicature, though he 
* had triumph'd; and amongſt ſeveral other 
| Teſtimonies of his Wit, he left behind him 
ſome Greek Comedies. He every where be- 


” haved himſelf with great Civility and Conde- 
| ſcenſion. To ſuch Towns as were free or con- 


| federate, he went without his Liqors. If he 
| underſtood that any famous Man was buried 
| near the Place where he happened to come, he 
facrific'd and ſolemniz'd his Memory. He laid 
| all together in one "Tomb, the {catter*'d Reliques 
| of thoſe that were killd in the great Slaughter 
, of Varuss Legions, and was the firſt that be- 
' gan to colle& them, and to carry, them to the 
Place with his own hands. He was of ſo mild 

a Diſpoſition, and could ſo eaſily forgive the 
Slanders of his greateſt Enemies, that though 
 Pjſo invalidated his Decrees, and moleſted ſuch 
| as were under his Protection, yet he never re- 
| ſentedany thing, till he perceiv'd his Malice 

{ was arrivd to that heighth, that he endea- 
vour'd his Deſtruction by Magical Charms and 
Execrations; and eventhen he only diſclaim'd 
his Friendſhip, according to the Cuſtom, and

4 Heenjoy'd the great advantage of ſo ma- 
ny excellent Qualities ; for he was ſo much ad-

5. But beſides all this, both at the tine WR 
his Death, and afterwards, the People gat 
more evident demonſtrations of their AﬀeaAl 
to him. When they heard of his Death, th 
caſt Stones at the Images of their Deities, 
puiFd down their Altars; many threw a 
their peculiar Houſhold Gods, and expos'd that 
Infants : moreover, 'tis reported that one , 
barous People which were then engag'd in'Wasþ 
amongſt themſelves, nay, with us too, agtalf 
upon a Ceſlation of Arms, as if it had' bt 
lome common Calamity which each partie 
Nation was oblig'd tolament ; divers petty '_ 
ces cut their Beards,and commanded theirLa

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he never omitted but in ſuch diſturbed tinl 
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which, the Adminiſtration of Juſtice likewiſe 
ceaſed. 

6 At Rome, when they firſt heard the News 
of his Sickneſs, and the whole City in great Con- 
fernation and much Grief, waited {till for freſh 
Intelligence, though the News came not from 
any good Hands; yet when his Recovery 
was rumour'd, towards the Evening, they ran 
from all Parts with Torches and Sacrifices to 
the Capitol, and were ſo impatient, that they 
were ready to force the Doors, leſt any thing 
ſhould hinder them from finiſhing the Vows 
which they had made for his Health. Tiyberizs 
was diſturb'd in the Night with the Noife of 
their Congratulations, while they went about all 
the Streets of the City, repeating this Verſe ; 
Rome's ſafe, our Countries ſafe, Germanicus xx 


ſafe. But when it was told them he was cer- 


cainly dead, .the general Sorrow of the People 
could neither be diverted or allay'd, or for- 
bidden by the Emperors Edi&, but laſted du- 
ring all the Feſtivals of December. The Severity 
allo of the ſucceeding Times added much to the 
Reputation of the deceas'd, and heightned the 
defire of him in the People; for many thought 
(and indeed with good reaſon) that he aw'd 
Tiberius, and reſtrain'd that Cruelty which af- 
terwards broke out. 

7. He married 4grippina, the Daughter of 2M. 
Agrippa and Fulia,and had by her nine Children ; 
ewo dy'd in their Infancy, and another was 
Mnatch'd away as he was juſt arriv'd at the years 
of puerility, which was a Child of ſo much charm: 
ng lweernefs, that his Effigies was dreſsd up in 
the Habit of Cupid, and ſet up by Livia in the 
Temple of Venzes Capitolina ; and Aupuit is de-

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lighted in him ſo extreamly,that he plac'd his 
tle Statue in his Bed-chamber, and always kik 
it when he went in. The reft, which wan 
three Daughters, Agrippina, Drufilla and Lieb 
la, born 1ucceffively in three years; and thy 
Sons, Nero, Druſus and CeiusCzeſar, ſurviv'd thay 
Father. Nero and Druſus, at the Accuſation of 
Tiberius,were branded by the Senate as Enemiest 
the Republique ; Caizs ſucceeded in the Empire | 
S. Caius Ceſar was born upon the laſt dyyþ

pard Germanicus had had another Son born al- 
moſt a year before, who was allo call'd by the 
Name of C. Cz{#r, of whoſe Amiable Infancy 
and Death we have already ſpoken. Burt as 
for Pliny the very Computation of Chronolo- 
gy is ſufficient to evict him of untruth ; for 
that they who have deliver'd to Poſterity the 
Acts of Auguſtas, all agree that Germanicas was 
ſent into Gallia ſo ſoon as his Conſulſhip was 
expir'd, at what time Caizs was already vorn. 
Nor will the Inſcription upon the Altar any 
thing conduce to fortifie P/;y's Opinion, in re- 
gard that Agrippina had been brought to Bed of 
two Daughters in that Country ; and that the 
word Paerperium may be apply'd to any of her 
Lyings-in, without any diſtin&ion of Sex ; it 
being the Cuſtom of the Ancients to. call little 
Girls Pmuere, as they did little Boys Puell;. 
There is alſo extant an Epiltle written by Au- 
guftus to his Grand-daughter Agrippina, concern- 
ing this Caius (for at that time there was no 
other Infant ſurviving of that Name) Teſfter- 
day I gave order that Talarius and Aſellius ſhould 
bring hither the little Caius, if the Gods ſo pleas'd, 
upon the Seventeenth of May. I ſend to attend 
him alſo a Phyſician, one of my own Servants, 
whom 1 have written to Germanicus, that he may 
keep with bim, if be thinks it convenient. © Fare- 
wel, my dear Agrippina, and make much of thy 
ſelf, that thou maiſt be in health when thou meeteſt 
tby Germanicus.. Hence I am apt to believe, 
that it is ſufficiently apparent, that Caius could 
Rot be born in a Country, whither he was net 
carry'd from the City, before he was almoſt two 
years old. The fame Evidences likewiſe en- 
cvate the Credit of thoſe little Verſes; ſo much

Soldier. Which Conſuetude and Familiarity | 
of Education, how much it had won upon+ 
their Afﬀte&tion and Favour, was apparent by! 
this, that when aſter the Death of Auguſtus, ; 
they were all in a raging Mutiny , and' 
with headlong fury running into Contufion} 
and Slaughter, the only fight of his Perſon} 
calm'd their Madneis. Nor would they then, 
be pacifi'd neither, till they underſtood that he} 
was prevail d with to retire from the danget} 
of the Tumult, and to be ſent away to the nextþ 
City. But then repenting of what they hadÞ

He ſfeem'd to have 
forgot the Misfortunes of his Family,as it nothing 
had befallen him ; and for his own Sufferings, he 
paſſed them by with anIncredible diflimulation ; 
behaving himielf with ſo much duty and re- 
ſpect to his Grand-Father and thoſe that were 
about him, that it was not undeſervedly t1aid of 
him, Newer was a better Servant, nor a worſe 
Maſter. 

11. Nevertheleſs he could not refrain from 
diſcovering ſome Symptoms of a Cruel and 
Wicked Diſpoſition ; which made him take de- 
light co behold the Puniſhments and Executi- 
ons of Offenders. The Nights he alſo ſpent in 
haunting Brothel-Houſes, and meeting upon 
Adulterous Affignations, diſguis'd in a Perriwig 
and a long Gown 3 beſides that he was moſt 
paſtionately addicted to Dancing, Singing, and 
all the Allurements of the Stage. All which 
{tberizs willingly conniv'd at, in hopes the Sa- 
vagenels of his Nature might be tam'd and ſoft: 
ned by thoſe more Effeminate and charming Ex- 
criſes, For the Perſpicacious Old Man had div'd 
lo far into his Evil Inclinations, that he would 
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oft times ſay by way of Prediction, That Cain} 
liv'd to his own and the Ruin of all Mankind, and 
that he bred up a Water Serpent to ſuck the Blood 
of the Romans, and a Phaeton to ſet all the' 
World on Fire. | 

12. Not long after he took to Wife Funia 
Claudilla the Daughter of M. S:ilanus, a Perſon

fas, before he was inaugurated and came to bg | 
admitted into the Colledge, he was advanc'd | 
to the Pontificate, with ſignal Teſtimonies. of | 
his Piety and good Nature. And then it was, | 
that finding the Imperial Family lay*d waite | 
and deſolate, as having no ſupport of Mak þ 
Fe but himfelf, Sejanas being already ſulpet- F 
ed, and ſoon after cut off, he began to conceive þ 
iome hopes of the Succeflion. Which that he Þ 
might the more corroborate, having loſt his Þ 
Wite Funia in Child-bed, he courted to his 
Adutltrons Embraces £9nia Newia, the Wite of | 
Macro, Captain of the Pretor;au Cohorts, pro- Þ 
miſing her Marriage it he obtair'd the Empire ; ÞÞ 
which Promiſe he confirm'd by Oath, and by 
a Contract alſo under his Hand and Seal. By 
means of this Ambitious Woman having infuwr 
ated himſelf into Macro's Aﬀection, he at- 
tempted, as ſome believe, to remove Tiberim 
by Payſon; and as he lay gaſping com- 
manded his Ring to be taken off his Fin: 
ger. But then perceiving the Emperor unwtk 
ling to. let it go, and making a kind of a faint 
retiltance, he order'd the Pillow to be drawt. 
from under his Head, and clapping- it to I 
Mouth, held it down with his own Hands, till bg 
was quite dead. Art what time one of Tits 
- 71'S 
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»:w5's Enfranchiz'd Bondmen crying out at the 
ſight of ſuch a horrid AR, he was immediately 
hang'd up out of the way. Nor 1s it any way 
improbable, in regard there are ſome who poſi- 
tively affirm, that he himſelf did afterwards 
make an open Confeflion of a Parricide, if not 
compleated, yet formerly by him defign'd: 
For he was wont to make his daily brags, a- 
mong the reſt of his Ads of Piety by him at 
the ſame time Commemorated, That to Revenge 
the Murder of his Mother and his Brothers, he en- 
ter'd Tiberius's Bed-Chamber, as he lay faſt aſleep, 
with a Dagger in his Hand ; but that mov'd with 
Compaſſion, he ſheath'd the Weapon, and retir'd: 
and that Tiberius, though he were 'ſenſible 
of it, neither durſt make any enquiry after him, 
or endeavour a Revenge. 

13. Thus he obtain'd the Empire, to the 
wiſh of the People of Rome, or as I may ra- 
ther ſay, of all Mankind ; a Prince deſfir'd by 
all the Provincials and Soldiers, the moſt 
of which had known him from his Infan- 
Cy ; but more eſpecially dear to the Common 
People and Citizens of Rowe, out of the Af- 
ſe&tion which they bore to the Memory of 
Germanicus his Father, and their Compaſſion 
upon hys.diſtreſled and almoſt extinguiſh'd Fa- 
mily, "Feerefore upon his Removal from 14:- 


/euum, though he were in Mourning and attend- 


ing upon the Corps of Tiberizs, yet he rode in 
the midft of the Altars, Victims, and Flam- 
ing Torches, ſurrounded with an Infinite 
and Joyful Fhrong of thoſe that came 
to mect him; beſides the Lucky Appella- 
tions of Father, Prince, Piows, Happy, 
Great, &c. calling him alſo their Star, their 
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Chicken, their Darling, and their Foe: 
Child. 
14. And when he enter'd the City, imme 
diately by the conſent of the Senate, and the 
Crowd that broke into the Senate-houſe, the 
Will of 7zberizs was made void, by which the 
Deceaſed Emperor had left him only Coheir 
with another of his Grand-children, who had þ « 
not yer left off his Habit of a Yoath ; and the 
ablolute Soveraignty and Management of all 
Aﬀairs was deliver'd up entire into his Hands, | 
with ſuch a Univerſal and publick Joy, that þ $ 
within the three next enſuing Months, or hard. F » 
Iy fo much, there was no leſs than a Hundred |} 
and ſixty - thouſand Vidtims reported to have 
2en ſlain. And whereas within a few days at- 
cer he croſs'd over into the Iflands bordering 
upon the Coalt oi Campania, Vows were made 
tor his ſafe return; not any one omitting the 
leaſt occaſion to teſtifie their tender and 1olli- 
Citons Care of his welfare.

He alfo 
exhibited, for the Recreation of the People, 
ſeveral Gladiatory Combats, partly in the 
Amphitheater erected by Statilins Taurms , 
partly within the Rails belonging to the Field 
of Mars; among which he intermix*d whole 
Crowds of African and Campanian Wreſtlers, 
the choiceſt he could cull out of both thoſe 
Regions. Nor would he always preſide himſelf 
at thoſe Shews, but gave that Honour ſome- 
times to the Magiſtrates, and ſomerimes to his 
tamiliar Pavourites.

* 44. So ſoon as he arriv'd at the Camp, that 
F he might ſhew himſelf, a ſmart and ſevere Ge- 
| neral, hg diſmiſs'd the Legates that came lateſt 
| with their Troops to the Rendezvouze,diſgrac'd 
I and diſhonourd : And when he came to Muſter 
is Army, he caſhier'd the greateſt part of his 
Centurions that were grown old, and fome bur © 
| very few days before their Service was out; pre- 
| tending their Age render'd them Feeble and- un- 
| "it tor Service ; and then accuſing them of Lazy 
| Avarice, retrench'd their Stipends ; by which 
means he ſav'd to himſelf no leſs than a Hun- 
dred and eighty thouſand Crowns. However, 
notwithſtanding all theſe mighty Preparations, 
the expectation of his great Performances 
ended all in only receiving into his ProteCti- 
on Adminins the Son of Cynobeline, King 1

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the Britams, who being baniſh'd by his Fathy 


fled to him for Succour with a ſmall handful 
Men. However, as if he had ſabdu'd the what : 
Mand, he ſent to Rome triumphant Letters 
his Heroick Atchievments full of Vanity aff : 
Oftentation; charging the Meſlengers to rig 
diretly up with their Poſt-horſes to the vey 
Forum and the Senate Houſe, and not to jol 
ver their Letters to the Confuls but in the Tew 
ple of Mars, and in a full Senate. | 
45. Aﬀer that, all farther occaſion of Wi 
ceaſing, he order'd ſome Germans, of thi 
Guards of his Body, to croſs the Rbine, awllf 
hide themſelves a while in ſome place conv 
nient; and the next day all of a ſudden, after. 
he had din'd, to give him an Alarum by Me 
{engers who were to look as if they were fi 
prisd, and almoſt half out of their Wits, tha 
the Enemy was at hand. Which being dong 
he flew immediately with ſome gf his tamil 
Favourites, and a Squadron of the Pretoria 
Horſe to the next Wood ; where after,he halþ 
lopt off the Branches of ſeveral Trees, and 
deckt his Attendants with the Boughs, he wþ 
turn'd to the Camp by Torch-light, reproach 
thoſe that did not follow him with ſloath am 
Cowardige. But for his Companions that hat 
ſuſtain'd the Brunt of the day, and were ſhe 
rers with him in the Victory, them he honourd| 
with Crowns of a new fort and Name, whia 
being diſtinguiſh'd by their ſeveral Reſembiath 
ces to the Sun, Moon and Stars, he calld BB 
ploratory. Moreover to add to his Fame, he af 
pointed certain young Lads to be violently ® 
ken from School as Hoſtages. Within 16

F gers, they did nothing but Feaſt and Revel, and fol- 
| low their Paſtimes in the Cirque, and Theaters, and 
at their Country Houſes, wallowing in Riot and Va- 

 Trety of Pleaſares. 
} 46. Laſtly, as if he had been going about to 
| to hazard the Fortune of a War upon the 
| Chance of a ſingle Engagement, having embat- 
tell'd his Army upon the Sea Shore, and diſpos'd 
his Engins to the beſt advantage, when no body 
could imagin his deſign, he commanded his 
Men to go and fall their Helmets and the:r 
| Laps 
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Laps full of the Shells that lay upon the Sang 
which he calPd, The Spoils of the Ocean, due - 
the Palace and the Capitol. In the lame place al 
ſo he erected an exceeding high 'Lower as 
Monument of his Vicory, to ſerve as a Land 
Mark by day, and from whence, as from | 
Beacon, burning Lights might give diretion to 
Vellels ſteering their Courle along that Coaſt 
in the Night time. Afterwards having ceclar( 
his reſolution to give a Largeſs to the Soldienþ 
of a Hunder'd Demneers a Man, as it he had ftw 
pais'd all the Examples of Bounty and Munſ 
ficence that ever were, Go, ſaid he, and ble 
your ſelves, go and be Rich. 
47. Then bending all his thoughts in order 
to his Triumph, beſides the Barbarian Captiva 
and Fugitves, he cull'd ont the talleſt he could 
meet with among the Gaals, and to uſe his own 
Expretiion, e&rofeaultu]ss, Such as were worthy nul 
attend a Triumpher ; and lome there were of the 
Principal Nobility which he ſet apart in or} 
der to his Pomp : to which purpoſe he com 
pell'd them to dye their Hair red; to let their 
Locks grow 3 to learn the German Language, 
and allume Barbarian Names. He alſo come 
manded the Gallies in which he had venturdF 
out to Sea, to be carry*'d to Rome, the greatelt þ 
part of the way by Land. He alfo wrote to 
his Stewards at Rome, That they ſhould make re 
dy for him a Triumph, at as little charges as might | 
be; but ſuch a one that the like was never ſeen 
fore, in regard the Eſtates of all his Subjects wel 
at their Diſpoſal. = 
45. But before he departed the Provinces, 
defign'd one of the moſt horrid and bloody Pre 
jects that Ever could enter into the Head 
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' Man ; which was to have murder'd thoſe Le- 
gions, that had formerly mutini'd preſent- 
ly after the death of Auguſins, and had beſieg'd 
his Father Germanicns and himſelf, but then an 

"F Infant. And though he were withgreat difficulty 

\ reclaim'd from ſuch a violent and raſh deſign, yet 

| could he by no Importunity be prevail'd upon, 
28 but that he would put to death every Tenth 
"Þ Man. To which purpole, having ſummon'd 

| the Soldiers together without their Arms, nor 
'# fo much as with their Swords by their ſides, as 

* if he had had ſome Speech to make to them, he 
"EF caus'd them to be ſurrounded with his Armed 

Horſe. But obſerving that the greateſt part, 

 ſuſpeting ſomething more than ordinary, 

| flunk awey to reſume their Weapans, in caſe of 
"| any violence ofier'd. he fled out oft the Afſemb- 

ly and haſten*d with all the ſpeed imaginable to 
| Rome,turning all his Fury upon the Senate, upon 
+ whom he openly threaten'd to revenge the Ig- 
* nominious Reports that were ſpread about con- 
 cerning him. Complaining among other 
| things, that he was defrauded of his juſt Tri- 
umph, whereas he had publickly declar'd but a 
little before, chat no body ſhould preſume to 
meddle with his Honours. 

49. Therefore being attended upon the Rode 
| by the Commiſfioners of the moſt ample Or- 
| (Cer, beſeeching him to haſten his Return, with 
a loud and ſurly Tone, I will come, ſaid he, 1 
will come, and bring this along with me, laying 
nis Hand upon the Hilt of his Sword: More- 
over, he declard by publick Proclamation, 
That he ould return, but only to thoſe that wiſh'd 
well to the Equeſtrian Order, and the People of 
Rome; for that as to the Senate he would ns longer | 

| prove 
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prove either a Citizen or a Prince. He alfo far 
that any of the Senators ſhould come forthMIL 
meet him ; and therefore either laying aſide 
Triumph, or deferring it till another time, 
made his entry into the City only after the mi 
ner of Ovation ; and four Months after came} 
his End, having perpetrated moſt Inhuman : 
Prodigious Villanies, and deſigning ſomewh 
greater. For it was in his thoughts, after | 
had cut off the choiceſt and braveſt Perſons ( 
both Orders, to have remov'd his Court fuk 
Antium, and thence to Alexandria, And th 
no body may queſtion the Truth of this repay 
there were two little Note-Books found in Þ} 
Cloſet, the one Entitled Gladins, the 
Pugio;, both containing the Names of thoſe yn 
fons whom he had defign'd for Slaughts 
There was alſo found in the ſameplace a lan 
Cheſt, full of all forts of Poyſons. Which 
ing afterward order'd by Claudizs to Ut 
thrown into the Sea, ſo violently infe&ted Wl 
Water, that the Fiſh dy*d, and were caſt upat 
the Shore by the 'Tydes. if 
50. As to his Stature, he was very tall, pa 

tac'd, but irregularly proportion'd ; his Nel 
and "Thighs being cxtreamly ſlender ; his By 
and Temples hollow ; his Forhead large, wil 
a grim Aſpect; his Hair thin, and the top4 
His Head quite bald ; but in all other Parts: 
his Body long and ſhagged. Wherefore as he 
{ed by,. it was a heinous Crime to look df 
upon him from any place that was above A 

. or to name a Goat upon any occaſion. 
Countenance, which was naturally ſeveted 
threatning, he made it his buſineſs to ret 
yet more terrible by Art, ſetting and framl 
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his Looks by his Glaſs to all the Poſtures of 
Dread and Attrightment. He never had any 
conſtant Health either in Body or Mind. 
While he was a Boy, he was troubPd with the 
Falling-Sicknels ; in his Adoleſcency, patient of 
1 abour : yet then, he was many times ſo infeſt- 
Wed with fainting Fits,that he could hardly go or 


ſtand, or fit upright. He was ſenſible himſelf 


iMof the Infirmity of his Mind; . inſomuch that 
Mhe had frequent thoughts of retiring to take 
MPhyſick for his head. It was believ'd that he 
MW had been drench'd by his Wife Ceſoia with a 
Philter or Love Potion, which deprivd him of 
his Senſes and made him almoſt mad. He was 
 extreamly tormented for want of fleep ; for he 


all never ſlept above three Hours in a Night ; nor 


M was that ſhort reſt without the Diſturbance of 
Ml croubleſom Dreams, and Viſions; and among 
the reſt he fancy*d that he ſaw ſomething in the 
ſhape of the Sea that held him in a long Dif- 


wlll courſe, Wheretoreqhe ſpent the greateſt part of 
(0c Night in watchful diſorder of Mind ; ſome- 


"JW times fitting upright in his Bed ; by and by 


a getting up, and running from Gallery to Galle- 
a *7> continually wiſhing for daylight. 


FI. And to this diſtractedneſs of Mind may 
jitly be attributed the moſt of his Vices, 
more eſpecially his extream Confidence, and 
tis extraordinary Fear. For he that fo deſpi- 
bly contemn'd the Gods, upon the leaſt flaſh of 
Lightning or clap of Thunder, would ſhut his 
Eyes, and muffle up his Head in his Cloak. 


But if it Thunder'd and Lighten'd in good ear- | 


neſt, then he leap'd out in his Shirt and hid 
tiemſelf under the Bed. When he came into 
diy, notwithſtanding he had fo derided, s

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he had done, the Miracles of ſeveral Places,{ 
was ſo diſmally terriffd with the ſmoaking{4 
_ Toaring of the Mountain Etna, that he we 
not ſtay for day-light, but run away irom A 
{ma inthe Night, as if all the Devils in H 
had been at his Heels. And though hef 
quently threaten'd the Barbarians what ſtray 
Feats he would do, yet being to march inf 
Calaſh on the other ſide the Rhine, through 
narrow Paſſage with a thick Body of Mg 
that were forc'd to diſorder their Ranks to | 
through ; upon the meer ſaying of one of 
Soldiers, What a Confuſion ould there be if 
Enemy ſhould appear, he preſently got a Ha 
back, and gallopp'd full ſpeed back to the B 
' ges ; but finding them ftopp'd up by the W 
gOns and Baggage, 1mpatient of delay, Y 
caus'd himſelf to be handed from one Mats 
another over their Heads, till he thought 
{elf out of harms way. Soon after, news| 
ing brought him that the Germans were reba 
he thought of nothing leſs than flight, and 
the more {peedy convenience of a ſafe eſcd 
order d a Fleet to be got ready ; -havingi 
one Comtore till remaining, that though; 
Victorious Enemy ſhould make themſelves! 
{ters of the 4/ps, as the Cimbri formerly 1 
or of che City it ſelf, which anciently thei 
zones had done, yet he (hould reſerve his Tii 
marine Provinces entire. And upon this F 
lammity and Cowardice of his it was, that 
Aſaflinartes, after they had ſlain him, gal 
out among the Soldiers, who began'to Mut 
that he had killd himſelf, in' a Panick 
an Conlon, upon, the News of a! 
attel. 'g 
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52. As to his Cloaths, his Shooes, and his 
Robes of Ornament, he neither obſerv'd the 
Faſhion of his Country, nor Mode of a Citi- 
zen : hardly reconcil'd to Mens Apparei, but 
altogether Fantaſtick, nothing would ſerve him 
but the Poetical Habits of the Gods. Some- 
times he publickly ſhew'd himſelf in a long 
hanging Cloak all over Embroider'd, and fer 
with pretious Stones, with * long Sleeves down * 4n Effe- | 
to his Wriſts, which were bede&t with ſump- minate ſort 
tous Bracelets ; ſometimes all in Silks, and his 9f Fan 


Waſt ſurrounded with a kind of Fardingale ; "1p , by 


ſometimes in Slippers ; ſometimes in Buskins ; mans. 
ſometimes in cloſe Trouſes like thoſe of the 
common Soldiers; and many times in Wo- 
mens Pumps. At other times, and indeed for 
the moſt part, you ſhould ſee him with his 
Golden Beard, holding in his Hand ſometimes 
Tupiters Feretrum or Thunder Shafts; ſometimes 
Neptunes Trident ; and the next day Mercuries Ca- 
ducers or Winged Wand ; and at another time a 
Crotchet came into his Head to trip it along in 
the Habit of Venus. Many times alſo he would 
put on his triumphal Robes, before he ſer for- 
ward upon his Expedition. And then it was 
that he alſo took great Pride to- buckle on the 
Corſlet of Alexander the Great, which he order'd 
to be taken out.of his Sepulcher. 

53. He had little or no kindneſs for the Libe- 
ral Sciences, but was greatly addicted to the 
Xudy of Eloquence, though he were endow'd 
with a Natural fluency of utterance: and if he 
were to declaim againſt any one, or when he 
W2S angry, he had his Words and Expreſſions 
at Command. His Pronuntiation alſo was 
diſtin, and the Tone of his Voice Clear, 1o 
that ne mighc be heard at a great diſtance : 
| \'S : And 
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And ſuch was his Ardency, and the hey 
of his Paſſion in arguing, either on the one fil 
or the other, that he: could never ſtand ſtill 
the ſame place. A more ſmooth and Poli 
way of writing he ſo far derided, that of $þ 
neca, who was highly applauded at that tiny, 
he gave his Judgment, That his Writings were uy 
thing but other Mens Notions clapt together, und 
meer Sand without Lime. He would alſo makf 
It his ſtudy to anſwer ſuch Orators who ha 
Tucceeded with higheſt Applauſe in their Plegd 
ings; and undertake the Accuſations or Defet 
ces of great Criminals in the Senate as his Hel 
mour led him ; and as he happen'd to be eiths 
ſoit or impetuous he would either leſien or a 
pravate the Offence ; at what time he woulf 
Dy publick Proclamation invite the Gentlenm 
of Rome to come and hear him. 
54. Other Arts, and thoſe of ſeveral ſortsIt 
moit ſtudiouſly affeated and practis'd. He was 
oreat Fencer and Chariot-Driver, and an exqi 
fite Singer and Dancer. He play*d at Foyls wil 
great Skill : he manag'd his Chariots in allul 
difficult turnings and windings of the Croll 
and he was ſo tranſported with Singing 4 
Dancing, that even at the publick Shows

| Fifes and Caſtanets, he came dancing forth in 
a looſe Garment down to his Heels; and having 
danc'd out his Tune, as ſuddenly made his 
Exit. But as ready witted and active as he was 
| in other things, he never could be taught to 
ſwim. But where he took a ſtrong Aﬀection, 
| thoſe he lov'd and doated upon even to Mad- 
| neſs : Therefore he would frequently kils 
+ Mneſter, the Pantomimick, upon the Paublick 
Stage : and if any one while he was dancing, 
offer*d to make the leaſt noiſe, he caus'd him to 
be pulFd down from his Seat, and ſcourg'd 
him with his own Hands. A Gentleman of 
Rome making ſome diſturbance at ſuch a time, 
ne order'd by a Centurion to retire to Oſtia with- 
out delay, and to carry certain Letters to King 
Frolomy into Mauritania; the Contents of which 
were, To the Perſon 2hom I have ſent, do neither 
any good nor any harm. 

55. He gave the Command of the German 
Guards of his Body to certain Gladiators who 
were call'd Threces ; but compelPd the AMirml- 
ions to lay aſide the greateſt part of their Arms; 
Colombus a Mirmillion having receiv'd a ſlight 
hurt in a Combat, he order'd a certain fort-of 
Poyſon to be dropt into his Wound, which from 

nce he call'd Columbinum ; for ſo atnong 0- 
ther Poyſons, the Glaſs wherein this was con- 
and, was found written upon, He: was fo 

+ addiaged 
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addicted to the Party of the Charioteers, calf 
Green Coats, that he would often ſup and lye al 
Night in their Stables. And to Cyrhicas, 4 
Chariot-driver, at a Revelling bout, he prefer 
red as a Token of his Favour, no leſs thanf 
Fifty thouſand Crowns, for his laſt Courkſ| 
As tor hiz Horſe, which he calPd Incitatzs, for 
whole ſake the day before the Circey/ian Game, 
he would always order the Soldiers to give 
notice to the Neighbourhood not to make aff 
noiſe, for fear of diſturbing his Reſt, he built 
him up a Marble Stable, with a Manger of Ivo 
ry, and richly furniſh'd it with Purple Houſing 
Cloaths, and a Collar of Precious Stones tg 
come round the Horſes Neck : More than that, 
he allow'd him a Houſe and Attendants, withf 
coltly furniture, for the more ſplendid Entertaitt 
ment of {ich as ſhould be invited in the Horſe 
Name : and fome report, that he intended to 
have made his Horſe a Conſul. 

56. But in the midſt of all this Imperiow 
Riot and raging Extravagancy, not a few, but 
many Perfons were contriving to rid him ot 
of the World. But after the diſcovery of two 
Confſpiracies, while others delay'd for want df 
Opportunity, there were two Perſons that int 
parted their defign one to another, and 
brought it to perfe&tion, not without the Privy 
ty of his moſt powerful enfranchiz'd Bondmen, 
and Officers of the Pretorian Guards. Becauk 
they found themſelves nam'd as accomplices 8 
a former Conſpiracy ; which though it was 
talle, yet they perceiv'd themſelves not ol 
k1ipected but hated by him- For afrer he 
ting d them out one day, he drew his Swl 
and made a deep Proteltation, That he was W 
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ling to dye, if they thought him worthy of death, 
whereby though he did not abfolutely accuſe 
them, yet it was a fair intimation that they 
lay under a Mortal jealouſie : nor did he ceaſe 
from thence forward to accuſe them one to an- 
other behind their backs, by that means to ſet 
them together by the Ears, and force them to 
mutual Impeachments. When they had agreed 
upon the Time and Place, which was to attack 
him as he came forth at Noon from the Palatine 
Plays to go to Dinner, Caſſuzs Cherea, a Tri- 
bune of the Pretoria Cohort, deſir'd the Ho- 
nour of being the firſt Aggreſſor : For in re- 
gard he was lomewhat itricken in years, Caizs 
was wont to make him the Mark of his Taunts 
and Scofs; and particularly to deride him for an 
Old and Effeminate Coward ; ſo that when he 
came to receive the ord from him a nights, 
he would give him Priapys or Venws; and when 
he came to kiſs his Hand, he would reach ir 
him forth indeed, but always in an obſcene and 
unbeſeeming Poſture. 

57. There were many Prodigies that Por- 
tended his Murther. At Olympia, the Statue af 
Tupiter, when they were pulling it down, in or- 
der to its being tranſported to Rowe by his 
Command, of a ſudden burſt forth into ſuch a 
laughter, that the Scaffold being looſen'd and 
ready to fall, the Workmen ran away in great 
Contution ; at what time there immediately ap- 
pear d a certain Perſon, Caſſizs by Name, at- 
firming, That be was warn'd in a Dream to offer 
up a Bull ro Jupiter. The Canto! at Capua, a- 
bout the beginning of March was fir'd by 
Lightning from Heaven ; and at Rome the Por- 
ters Lodge belonging to his Palace. And ſome 
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chere were who fromthe latter Prodigy pretend 
ed to affirm ſome danger was portended to the 
Maſter of the Houſe ; by the former, ſome re 
markable Murder, as had been formerly comp 
mitted the ſame day upon the Body of Fulin 
Czſar. . Coming alſo to Conſult the Aftrolo 
ger Sylla, about his Nativity, he aſſur'd him, 
That his end was certainly at hand. In the ſame 
manner, the Prieſteſſes of Fortune at Avtine 
bid him beware of one whoſe Name was Caf þ 
firms ; for which reaſon, he had ſent to have 
Caſſivs Longinus, who was Procofiſul of fu, 
put to death, forgetting that Chrea's Name wi | 
alſo Caſizs. Moreover, the day before le f# 
was kill'd, he dreamt that he was in Heaven 
ſtanding by the Throne of Fapiter, who gave 
him a ſpurn with the Toe of his right Foot, anl 
kickt him headlong to the Earth. Several other 
Accidents that happen'd alſo the very day that 
he was murder'd, were look'd upon to be no ſþ 
other than Predictions of his enſuing Fate: þ 
For as he was Sacrificing, the Blood of a Phe- Þ 
zicopter ſpurted all upon his Cloaths. And AMnefer | 
the Pantomimick danc'd that day the ſame Tras 
gedy, which Neoptolemus the Tragedian Adtet, 
at the Plays when Philip King of Macedes | 
was ſtabb'd. Likewiſe in the Comedy calll | 
Laureolzs, where the Afor endeayouring haſt» | 
ly to eſcape ſome imminent danger vomits 
Blood, becauſe no notice could be taken df 
what the Play required, therefore to confirm | 
the Prodigy, the whole Stage was cover'd with 
Blood. The fame day alſo there were great 
Preparations for a Maſque, wherein the Fa- 
bles of Hell were to be untolded by e£gypriats.

Reign'd three Years _ten Months and eight

was cover'd over {lightly with & thin Turf, for 
the preſent. But upon the return of his Siſter} 
from baniſhment, they took up the Body « 
gain, burnt it a ſecond time, and decently be 
ſtowed his Aſhes. Certain it is, that till that Þ 
was done, the Gardiners could never ſleep in 
quiet for Apparitions and Viſions that haunted 
the place in the Night. - And in the ſame Houſe 
where he was killPd, there was-not a Night that 
paſs'd - without the terrible. diſturbance of 
Nocturnal Phantomes. His Wite Ceſonia wa 
kilFd at the ſame-time, being ftabb'd by a Cer 
curion, and his Infant Daughter had her Brains 
miſerably daſh'd out againſt the Wall. 
60. By this may any Man gueſs, at the Con 
dicion of thoſe times. For when the News of 
the Murder was ſpread abroad, it was not -p#F: 
ſently believ'd : Infomuch that ſome Perial: 
ſuſpected it to be a Contrivance of Caizs him F 
to raiſe a torg'd Rumour of his being murder®* 
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hat by that means he might diſcover the Af. 
f-tions of the People toward him. Nor did 
he Conſpirators deſign any Perſon to ſucceed 
im. On the other ſide the Senate were ſo 
W:nanimouſly refolv'd to recover their Ancient 
Wl ibertics, that the Confuls would not ſummon 
We Senate to the uſual Place of Aſſembly, be- 
cauſe it was call d Julia, but to the Capitol. 
ﬀY And ſome there were who deliver*d their Opi- 
Enions, that the Memory of the Czſars was to be 
 Waboliſh'd, and that their Temples were to be 


nelaid in Aſhes. And here by the way it is parti- 


it cularly to be obſerv*d, that all the Czſars whoſe 


Pr ecvomens or firſt Names were Caizs, came to 


an untimely end by the Hands of Afaſlinates, 
beginning from him who was murder'd in 


Cicero's T1me.

poils ; NOT did he diſlemble his Intentions, if 
ver it ſhould lye in his power, to reſtore the 
Kepublick to its former Freedom. Which was 
he Reaſon, if T may Conjecture, that ſome 
ave preſum'd to report, that Auguſius grew 
2alous of him, and recalld him out of the 
Yrovince ; and becauſe he did not make over 
uch haſte, prevented his return by Poyſan.

But 73- 
berins the Emperor alleaging his Infirmities, 
and promiſing to repair the Deformity of the 
City by the Ruins of the Houſe at his own Ex- 
pence, that Decree was aboliſh'd. However 
at his Death, his Uncle was ſo kind to him, as 
to leave him his Heir of the Third part of his 
Eſtate among thoſe of the Third Degree, with 
a farther Legacy of Sixty five hunder'd thou- 
ſand Crowns ; and recommended him beſides 
tothe Armies, to the Senate, and People of 
Reme, by Name, above all his other Relations. 
7. Under Caizs his Brothers Son, ſeeking to 
win the Favour of the People, and ſtrengthen 
his Intereſt by all manner of Indulgence, being 
calld to Prefermene, he held the Confulſhip 
together with his Kinſman for two Months. 
And it fo fell out, that the firſt time as he was 
entring the Forum with the Faſces or Rods born 
before him, that a ſtooping Eagle pearch'd up- 
on his right Shoulder. He was drawn alſo by 
Lot for another Conſulſhip againſt the next 
enſuing fourth Year, and preſided at the Pub- 
lick Games in the room of Caivs, with the Ac: 
Clamations of the People, Wiſhinz him all Happi- 
meſs, partly, as Unzle to-the Emperor, partly, as

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8. Nevertheleſs all this could not exempt him 
from the Emperors putting daily Afﬀronts wy 
him : For when he came to Supper after thy 
reſt were fate down, no body was permitted g 
riſe and give him place, but he was glad g 
look about and lye down where he could 
an empty Room: And as olten as he fell q 
ſleep at the Table after Meals, which was hg 
frequent Cuſtom, they that were waggiſhly 
given would pelt him with their Olive ang 
Pate Stones ; fometimes to make the Empergy 
ſport, the Sycophants and Buffoons that gt 
tended at the Table would rap his Fingers with 
Ferula's, and yerk him with Whips to waly 
him; and many times they would put hy 
Pumps upon his Hands, as he lay fnoaring 
that when he wak*d of a ſudden, he might 
rub his Eyes with the bottom of the Soles. '. | 

9. Moreover he was no leſs threaten'd with 
ſeveral dangers and hazards both of his Hongy 
and his Life. Firſt in his very Confalſkip, bg 
cauſe he was not ſo diligent as he ought to have 
been, to give order for the erefting the Statuf 
of Nero and Druſus, the Emperors Brotlty 
he had like to have been turn'd out of his Ok 
fice. [In the next place he was continually p@ 
plex'd and difturb'd with the Informatingf 
not only of Strangers, but of his Domeſtick Wh 
vants. But when the Conſpiracy of Leywl 
and Getulicw, was difcover'd, being ſent; mf 
Germany with the reſt of the Commiſſioners 
Congratulate Caligula's Deliverance, he rati# 
great hazard of his Life ; while Caias funr'Qa 
foam'd, that they could find none but his Wl 
cle to ſend to him, as if he had been a N 
that wanted a Goyernour. So that there's 


\ 
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ſme who have adventurd to report that his 
Nephew order'd him to be flung into the next 
River, in his Cloaths as he came. And from 
thence forward he was the laſt among the Per- 
ſons of Conſular Degree that gave his Vote in 
the Senate, being fil the laſt out of meer Con- 
tempt, that was ask'd his Opinion. He was al- 
fo Accus'd and a Charge drawn up againſt him 
for being privy. ta the Forgery of a Will, to 
which he had likewite ſet his Hand. Laſtly, 
being compell'd to give Bond tor payment of 
Eight Milhons of Sefterces for his admiflion-to 
the Dignity. of a Prieſthood .1n the Femple 
which Caligula had erected to himfel, he was 
reduc'd to that extream Penury, that when he 
could not pay the Obligation of his Bond to 
the Treaſurer, he had not a foot of Land tft, 
but what was ſeiz'd by Procefs from the Offi- 
cers of the: Exchequer by Vertue of the Cor 

fiſcation Law. | | 
10, Having thus in the midfi of theſe and 
many more ſuch lke Indignities confunr'd the 
greateft part of his Liie; at lengthin the Filti- 
eth year of his Age, he atcended the Imperial 
Throne, by a Chance almoſt Miraculous. For 
deing ſhut one among the reſt of the Croud by 
the Confpirators againſt Caimz, under pretence 
that the Emperor defirous to be private, had 
order'd them to clear the Room, he retir'd 
mto a Banqueting-Houfe call'd the Hermeaan 
Parlour. Afrerwards being terrifi'd upon the Re- 
port of the Murder, he fhpt up into a_ Cham: 
ber of Eaſement over Head, and there clapt 
himſelf behind the Hangings ; where, as he 
ſtood thinking himſelf feaure, a Common 
Soldier accidentally paſſing by, and diſcovering 
_: == thus 
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his Feet, was refolv'd to fee who was therg 
and knowing him, after he had drawn him of 
ready to dye for fear, and falling upon þ 
Knees to beg his Life, ſaluted him EMPEROR 
From thence he led him to the reſt of his Fellog 
Soldiers, who were yet in a hunder'd Ming 
raging and fuming, and all in hurry and co 
ſion. However they put him into a Litteg 
ſcarce knowing what they did, and becauſe hifi 
Servants were all fled, they took him by tu 
upon their own Shoulders, and hoylſted him; 
way to the Camp, ſad, dejected and tremblin 
and pity'd by the People as ſfoine Innoct 
Perſon hurry'd away to Execution. Being; rallfor 
ceiv'd within the Trenches, he fate up all nigh 
among the Soldiers in the Court of Guard, wi 
little hopes and leſs aflurance. For the Caf 
fuls together with the Senate and the City ( 
horts,- had poſſeſs'd themſelves of the: Forum ant 
the Capitol, with a reſolution to reaſlume. the: 
ancient Liberty ; and he himſelf being ſum 
mon'd by the Tribune of the People into Coug 
© give his Aſſent to ſuch Decrees as ſhould b 
made, return'd for anſwer, That he was under 4 
forcible reftraint, and could not attend. But tt 
next day, the Senate growing cool, and the 
hearts failing in the profecution of their Deſign 
upon: the ſtarting of Difficulties, and Diflent 
ons ariſing among themſelves; and beſides nd 
able to withſtand the Clamours of che ſurround 
ing Multicude, that cry'd out for a 1ingle Pe 
fon, and Claudius by Name, they broke. ul 
their Aſſembly. And then it was that Clam 
#5 1umnion'd the Armed Soldiers together, al 
accepred of their Oaths of Fealty, prom 
withal a Donative of Fifteen Seſfterces (amo

Afterwards, when the Civil Broik 
brake out again, Antmims made him one of hy 
Legates ; at what time he ſo won the AﬀeRien 
of the Army, and moſt Powerful Men of thg 
Party, whom Antony had diſguſted through h 
Laſcivious Dalliances with Cleopatra, that the 
ofter'd him the Supream Command which then 
Antonins had ; which he not daring to accepta 
reiuſe, by realon, of an unexpe&ted Fat 0 
ſickneſs, retir'd to Auguſtus, and within a few 
days after dy*d ; not without an Afſperſion cal 
upon him by Arztonizs, as if he had only defer 
ted his Party, as not being able to endure tht 


abſence of his Miſtreſs Servillia Naz. 


4. This Man was the Father of Domitin, 
who was known afterwards ro be the Purchs 
ſer of the Goods and Chattels left by Augufs 
in his Will ; no leſs Famous in his Youth fot 
his Skill in Chariot-driving, then for the BY 
nour of Triamphal Ornaments which he 4 
quir'd in the German War.

tory Show, but with ſo much Cruelty, that 
< 4ugnftzs after he had privately admoniſh'd 
him to no purpoſe, was forc'd to reſtrain him 
by a Publick Edift. 

5. By Antonia the Elder he had the Father of 
Nero, it every part of his Life deteſtable. Far 
x this was he, who when he was a young Man, 
accompanying C. Ceſar into the Eaſt, ſlew his 
enfranchiz'd Bondman, becauſe he refus'd to 
wo drink ſo much as he commanded him ; and 
therefore being diſmils'd by his Friends out of 
their Company, he found out others with 
whom he liv'd a Life no leſs Extravagant and 
Enormous than before. Infomuch that in a 
Village upon the Appian Road he drove his 
Chariot over a poor Child and killd him ; 
and in the middle of the Forum thruſt out the 
Eye of a Roman Knight for reproving him, as he 
tought, too fawcily. And ſo perfidious he was, 
tnat he would often defraud the Goldſmiths 
| of the Goods which they had bought upon his 

Credit at the Auctions; and many times du- 

ng his Prztorſhip cheated the Chariot-drivers 

of the Prizes they had won. For which things 
being jeer'd and laught at by his Siſter, upon

glimps'd upon Him, before they ſhed themiſelyahnd 
upon the Earth. There were ſeveral Perſonkam 
that made many and dreadful Conjedtures upWhi 
on his Nativity ; but the Expreffion of his Fall 
ther Domitivs was a Prediction that ſurpalſs'd ; 
the reſt; who when his Friends came to cot 
gratulate him upon the Birth of his Son, alas 
ftirm'd, That there could nothing proceed from bin 
and Agrippina, but what was deteſtable, anaWer 
would prove perniciom to the Commonwealth. Nona! 
was the tature Calamity ot his Reign portenagon 
ed by any more remarkable Omen, than thalWei 
which fell out upon the day of his Purificationg, 
At what time C. Ceſar, being requeſted by higar 
Siſter, what Name he would be pleas'd to giveyFii 
the Infant, fixing his Eyes upon his Uncle Clan 
dius, by whom Nero was afterwards adopted; 
Give him his Name, laid he. Nor did he ſpeayyp" 
that ſeriouſly, but in Deriſion, and to the great" 
diſtaſte of 4grippina, well knowing Claudius PU 
that time to be no more than the Sport of the 
whole Court. By that he came to be three;

Taxes that lay hg 
vy upon the People he either quite aboliſh! 
or reduc'd them to a : Moderate Aſſeismen 
He reduc'd the Rewards due to Informers upg 
the Papian Law to a fourth Part. Among t 
People he diſtributed a Dole of 400 Selterceg 
Man; and to ſuch of the Senators who wee 
Nobly deſcended, but yet were Poor, he & 
low'd annual Penſions ; which to ſome that hk 
more particularly favour'd, he advanc'd to tl 
value of Twelve thouſand five hunden 
Crowns a year; beſides a Monthly Benew 
lence of Corn to the Pretorian Bands. Al 
being deſfir'd to Subſcribe a Warrant for t|

W-lation, that upon one of his Rehearſals, there

"Freed, and a farther Edit, that Part of the 
Ferſes ſhould be Confecrated in Letters of 
WGold to Tupiter Capitolinns. 

11. Many were the Shows and Plays, which 
he preſented for the Recreation of the People, 
Find of various ſorts; as Juvenal Paſtimes and 
MCircevſian Games ; Stage-Plays, and Gladiatory 
MCombats. "To his Fuvenal Sports he invited 
Wall the Old Men of Conſular Degree, toge- 
Sther with the Ancient Ladies and Matrons. In 
the Circenſian Games he appointed Seats for the 
Mama: Gentry, where they might ſit private 
"Yand apart from the Multitade. In the Plays, 
AF vhich becauſe they were Inſticuted for the E- 
Ftzrnity of the Empire; he would have to be 
Wcall'd Maxim, there were ſeveral Perſons of 
Footh Orders, Senatorian - and Equeſtrian, and of 
F both Sexes that Adted their Parts. Among 
Mite reſt there was a moſt noced Roman Knight 
Wat rode upon an Elephant ſwiftly walking 
2 pon a long Cable, like a Rope-dancer, in the 

Pace where thoſe Activities usd tro be ſhown. 
There was alſo Acted a Comedy diſplaying the 

Wi Humours of the Romans, Written by Afranius, 
and calld the Conflagration, in which the Actors 
were permitted to rifle the Houſe as it was 
ming, and to carry away what Houſhold- 

| they pleasd. And all the while theſe 
allimes continu'd, Thouſands alſo of Tickets 
were 
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were daily flung about among the People, 
thouſand ſeveral forts of Preſents as Bird 
all forts, Corn, Garments, Gold, Silver, Jew 
Pearls, Pi&tures, Slaves, Horſes, and off 
tame Beaſts; and laſtly in ſome Tickets w$ 
included, Ships, Houſes, and whole Fields

12. Theſe Plays he beheid from a Box ti 
was built juſt before the Stage. At the Glag#© 
tory Combat which he preſented in the Wogſ! 
den Amphitheater, which he Erected witli 
leſs than a year, he would not ſuffer any 
to be kilPd, not ſo much as thoſe that w 
Condemn'd. He perſwaded into the Liſts I 
ty Senators and Fifty Roman Knights to 
at Sharpes ; and others of both Orders of golf 
Reputations and Eſtates, to fight with w» 
Beaſts, and to other Drudgeries of the Comm 
Pit. Which as it fatisfy'd his Oſftentaug 
was no leſs pleaſing to thoſe that lookt upon; 
as an obligation to their Prince. He allo ext 
bited the Repreſentation of a Sea-fight upt 
the ſalt Water, filPd the while with Sea MAWl;, 
ſters rowling up and down. But the mai 
quaint ſort he delighted with his Pyrrhick Df 
ces, perform*d by a number of young Gan 
men ſent for from beyond Sea ; upon whomY,; 
ter they had done, he beſtow'd the Freedom 
_ *the City, and gave them the Patents for Ul 
firmation of their Privileges under his IM 
and Seal. In oneof theſe Pyrrhick Maſquel 
was ſo contriv'd that a Bull ſhould leap Pa 
enclos'd in a Woodden Machine, repreſewt 
the ſhape of a Cow ; ſo naturally done, it 
many of the Spectators believ'd it to be ! 


In the Repreſentation of cars, the Actor W 
Perſonatny 
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S-rſonated him, upon his firſt Attempt to flye, 
Fortunately iell down juſt by the Emperors 
uch, and beſprinkI'd him with his Blood. 
or he was wont very leldom to preſide at theſe 
Wind of Sports, but as he lay upon his Couch he 
W-eheld them for the moſt part looking through 
Witle Lattices; though many times he would 
@:cder the Windows to be flung open the whole 
rxeadth of the Gallery and ſhew himſelf in full 
Siew. Moreover he was the firſt that ever In- 
Whicuted the "Tryals of Skill once in Five years, 
fer the manner of the Greeks, and where the 
Monteſts for the Prizes were the ſame in Mu- 
Wick, Wreſtling and Racing; which he call'd 
by the Name of Neroniana. In order to 
which, having dedicated his Baths, and a 
Place: peculiar for his Exerciſes, he allow'd a . 
Weertain quantity of Oil, grazz, for the uſe of 
Mithe Senators and Gentlemen. He alſo appoin- 
"MWicd Conſular Magiſtrates to preſide by Lot as

Armenia, aiter he had invited with large Þll 
miles to Reme, he delign'd to ſhew to the Pl 
ple ; but the day, by publick Proclamation i; 
pointed for his Reception, being put off, 
reaſon of the mizling Weather, upon the f 
fair Weather he produc'd him. To which pM 
poſe, having plac'd his Armed Cohorts ably 
the Temples adjoyning to the Forum, he (ts 
ted himſelf, Adorn'd with his Triumpli, 
Robes, upon a Throne of Ivory in the mi 
of his Military Enſigns and Banners ; and tl 
as the King paſs'd under the Declivity of tl 

| Scaffold, he admitted him to fall at his Knee 
but immediately raisd him up with his Rig 
Hand and kiſs'd him. "Then taking off. the M 
ara from the ſubmiflive Prince's Head, he Wet 
the Regal Diadem in its place, a Perſon &

pronouncing aloud to the ſurrounding Mal 
tude the Words of the Suppliant King. Then 
conducting him into the Theater , wha 
the King again renew'd his ſubmiſſive Ca 
monies, he plac'd him at his right Hand.

Ghice he rarely gave any Anſwer to the Motions 
Wof Petitions of Advocates till the next day, and 
that in writing. In hearing of Cauſes he ob-

and ſo to diſpatch them in their Turns. Burt as 
ten as he retir'd to deliberate, he never deba- 
& the Matter with others, but after he had 
privately read the Opinions of all the Judges de-

Ic 
Was a long time before he could be perſwaded

Extortion too was not unknown ; it being cer- 


ain that in the management of his Fathers Af- 
airs he wound frequently take Bribes and fell Ju-

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ſtice. Upon the whole he was generally e. 
| ſteem'd and talk'd of as another Nero. But 
this 11] report of him turn'd to his advantage, 
and chang'd afterwards into the higheſt praiſe; 
when he was found to be guilty of no Vice, 
but on the contrary endow'd with the moſt ex- 
cellent and nobleſt Virtues. The Feaſts: he 
made were pleaſant, not ſumptuous. He choſe 
ſuch for his Friends, as even the Princes who 
ſucceeded him relied upon and made chief uſe 
of, for their great abilities in the Service of 
themſelves and the Common-wealth. He im- 
mediately diſmiſs'd Berenice from Rome, much 
againſt her will. The fineſt of his Catamites 
he diſcharg'd, and though ſome of them were 
lo graceful dancers, that they held the higheſt 
degree in the "Theatre, yet he not only denied 
to harbour them any loager, but would not ſo. 
much as be one among the publick Spectators 
of them.

the like to which was hardly ever known. A- 
midit ſo many and ſo great Calamities he ated 
the part not only of a careful Prince, but de- 
monſtrated the paſſionate affe&tion of a Parent 
of his Country, ſometimes affording all the ne- 
ceſfary help he could by wholſom Laws and Or- 
dinances, ſometimes affiſting the diſtreſſed with 
what he could ſpare out of his own Treaſury. 
Out of the number of Men of Conſular dignity 
he choſe by lot ſome to take care of the Relief of 
Campania; ordering the Goods of thoſe who haſt 
been killd near Yeſavizs (and who had leit no 
Faeirs) to be applied to the ſuccour of the ſeveral 
tuffering Towns. By the burning of the City he 
profets'd himſelf to be the only loſer ; ſo that 
he gave all the Ornaments of his Palaces to the 
reſtoring of the Temples and publick Stuctures, 
and commiſſion'd ſeveral of the Equeſtrian Or- 
der, to gverſee and haſten the Works. In order 
fo abate the Peſtilence and mitigate the then 
raging Diſtempers,he neglected-not the applica 
tion of any means divine or humane, carryiag 
his inquiry through all the modes of Sacrificing 
and all manner of Remedies.

of any Man, though he had ſometimes occaſions 
tow offer'd to ſtir him up to Revenge; but he 
would fwear he had rather periſh himſelf than 
leltroy another. When two Noblemen of 
Rome were convided of Treaſon in aſpiring to 
the Empire, he only adviſed them to lay atide 
their deſign, for that he faid, The Empire 24s in 
the gift of none biit Providence ; if they deſired a-

m: and immediately diſpatch'd Meſſengers to 
the Mocher of one of them, who lived far from 
Rome, and who was in great anxiety for him, 
to comfort her with the news that her Son was 
vt in danger. Then he took chem kindly to 
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ſup with him, and the next day having on Pur- 
poſe plac'd them near him at the ſight of , 


Sword-Play, he handed to them the Weapons 0 


the Combatants which were offer'd tohim, that 
they might look upon them and examin them. 
But having calculated bdth their Nativities, he 
ſaid, Some great Miſchief would happen to 
them, though at another time, and from another 
hand; and ſo it fell out afterwards. His Bro- 
ther, who inceſſantly conſpired againſt him, 
and almoſt avowedly endeavour'd to debauch 
the Soldiery from their Loyalty, contriving to 
make his eſcape by flight, he not only would 
not pur him to death, nor ſend him a- 


way, nor diminiſh any of the honour he en- 


joy'd; but continu'd trom the firſt day of his 
Reign, to call him his Partner and Succeflor; 
ſometimes in private,beſeeching him with earneſt 
Intreaties, and even Tears, that once at laſt he 
would requite him with the ſame mutual Af- 
fetion. This being the State of his Aﬀeairs, he 
was {natch'd away by death, more to the loſs of 
Mankind than of himſelf. Having finiſh'd the 
Games he preſented, at the concluſion of which 
he wept abundantly before all the People ; he 
retir'd into the Country of the Sabines Tome- 
what melancholy, occaſion'd by the inauſpict 
ous flight of his Victim out of the hand of the 
Sacrificer, and an unuſual Thunder heard when 


the Sky was clear. At his firſt baiting he was ta- 


ken ill with a Fever, and keeping on his Jour- 
ney in a Litter, he is {aid to have put back the 
Curtains and to have look'd up toward Heaven 
bitterly complaining, That his Life was wrongfully

Which what it was he neither then declar'd 
himfelt, nor could it be eaſily gueſs'd by any 
one elſe.

ind ſhe would not have denied it if it had been 
rue, but rather have gloried in it, which ic 
was uſual tor her to do of any kind of Lewd- 
neſs.

I7. Various are the Reports concerning the 
mannerof the Confpiracy,and the manner of the 
Execution. For the Conſpirators being uneaſie 
and in a diſpute among themſelves when and 
how to attack him, whether in the Bath, or at 
Supper ; Stephanws,who was Domitilla's Steward of 
her Revenues,and at that time accus'd for having 
embezl'd ſeveral Sums of Money, offer*d them 
both his Advice and Afiſtance. To that pur- 
poſe for the better avoiding all manner of 1ulpi- 
Ccion, he wore his Arm in a Scarf, {wath'd u 
in Wooll, as if he had been lame, under whic 
he thruſt a Dagger, againſt the: hour appointed, 
'Then taking his time, he pretended the dilcove- 
ry of a new Plot, and for that reaſon being ad- 
mitted into the Chamber, while Domitian was 
* reading a Paper which he had put into his 
hands, with great horror and aſtoniſhment, he 
ſftrook the Dagger into his Groin. Which 
done, while Domitian, finding himſelf thus 
wounded, was fſtrugling to defend himfelf, 
Clodianus , Commander of one wing of & 
Cohort, Maximw, Partheniuss entranchisd 
Bondman, and Saturivs one of the Overſeers of 
the Bed-chamber Men, with one of the Prir 
cipal Gladiators, all ruſh'd in, and with ſeven 
Wounds diſpatch'd him quite. But a young Lad, 
who ns he had the care (according to Cu 
ſtom) of the Houſhold Gods that belong'd to the 
Chamber, was preſent at the Murder, gave this 


farther Relation; how that Domisian, 1o ſoon -q 
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he had receiv'd his firft wound, commanded 
him to reach him a Dagger that lay under his 
Pillow ; and to call in help. But that there 
was nothing of the Dagger to be found, ex- 
cept the Hilt ; and that as for the Doors they 
were all faſt lockt; fo that there was no ſtirring 
out. Moreover that the Emperor having long 
ſtruggld with Stephanus, at laſt got him down 
upon the Ground, where he ſometimes endea- 
your'd to wreſt the Dagger out of his Hand, 
and ſometimes, with his Fingers all mangl'd as 
they were, to thruft out his Eyes. He was 
ſlain the Eighteenth of September in the Forty 
fich year of his Age, and the Fifxeenth of his 
Reign. His Body was carry'd forth upon the 
common Bzer, by the Hackney-Bearers, and 
burnt by Phyllzs his Nurſe, in a Country Farm 
which ſhe had, not far from the City, upon the 
Latin Road. But his Afhes ſhe privately carry'd 
into the Temple of the Flawian Family, where 
ſhe mix'd them with the Aſhes of Fla, the 
__—_ of Titus, whoſe Nurſe ſhe had alſo

18. His Stature was tall, his Aſpe& modeſt, 
but his Countenance very red; his Eyes were 
rery large, but weak-ſighted. He was hand- 
fom and well proportion'd in all his Limbs, ex- 
cept his Feet, by reaſon of his ſhort and ill- 
ſbap'd Toes. Afterwards he grew Bald, Swag- 
belly*d,and Gouty-legg'd , though indeed his Legs 
ell away again by reaſon of long ſickneſs. He. 
was ſo taken with the Opinion which the world 


had of the modeſty of his Aſped;that one day he 


usd this vaunting Exprefhon in the Senate, Hz 
therto yore bavve had the Tryal of my Heart and of 
my Aſpef, Yet his baldneſs troubV'd him to that

I9, He was impatient of labour; ſo that 
he rarely walk'd afoot through the Ciry. Du- 
ring his Military Expeditions, and when he led 
the Army, he very ſeldom rode a Horſe-back, 
but was generally carry'd in his Litter. He 
car'd not for any exerciſe of Arms, only he 
was extreamly addicted to Archery : Wherein 
he was ſo exquiſite, that People have ſeen him 

kill hunder'ds of ſeveral ſorts of Wild Beaſts; 
and fixing his Arrows wirh ſo much art, into 
their Heads, that at two ſhoots, he would as it 
were ſet a pair of Horns upon a Creature that 
had none. Sometime he would ſet a Boy to 
hold his hand at a good diſtance, with his Fin 
gers ſpread wide open againſt a Wall, at which 
he directed his aim with that exa&nels, that the 
Arrows paſs'd all between the ſpaces of the Fir 
gers without doing any harm to the Boys hand. 
20, All kind of Liberal Studies he neglected 


at 
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at the beginning of his Reign. Though he 
were at vaſt charges to repair the Libraries con- 
ſum'd by Fire, and to refurniſh them with 
Books and Copies ſought for far and neer ; and 
ſent Amanuenſes's to Alexandria to write out anew 
ſuch as were loſt or had been disfigur'd by the 
Fire. Nevertheleſs he never gave his mind ei- 
ther to Hiſtory or Poetry ; nor indeed to make. 
uſe of his Pen where neceffity requir'd. He 
read nothing but the Commentaries and Ads of 
Tiberius Ceſar ; but as for his Epiſtles, Orations 
and Edicts, he had always his Secretaries both 
to word and write thzm for him. And yetin his 
Diſcourſe and extexzpore Speeches he was not 
unelegant ; and had ſometimes alſo many no- 
table Sayings : For example, 7 iſ, ſaid he, I 
were but as handſom as Metius thinks himſelf to be. 
And obſerving a Perſon whoſe Hair was yellow 
mix*d with grey, quo' he, There goes Snow and 
Mead mixt together. 

21. He bewail'd the Condition of Princes 
25 molt miſerable, who were never believ'd to 
have diſcoverd a Conſpiracy till they were 
ſain. All his leiſure hours: he ſpent in playing 
at Dice, even upon Holy-days and Worky- 
days, and in the Morning. He bath'd alſo in 
the day time, and fed plentifully at Dinner. 
But at Supper he ſeldom eat more than a Mat:- 
an Apple, and drank only a ſmall draught out 
of a Viol. He feaſted often and ſplendidly, 
but for the moſt part never fate long act Table, 
never after Sun-Tet, nor did he allow of Mid- 
mght Debauches. For till Bed-time he did no- 
thing but walk all alone in private.

bauſh'd her of his own accord though Titw 
were then alive. But when her Father and 
Husband were dead, he loy'd her with a moſt 
paſſionate Aﬀection, which he owi'd before all 
the World ; infomuch that after he had got her 
with .Child he forc'd her to miſcarry, which 
was the Cauſe of her death. 

23, After he was ſlain the People ſhew'd bur 
little ſorrow for his death ; but the Soldiers be- 
waild him exceedingly, and preſently endea: 
vour'd to have given him the Appellation of 
Div ; ready to have reveng'd the Murder, but 
that they wanted Captains to lead them ; which 
however they not long after did, when they de- | 
manded the Affaflinates to be deliver'd up to 
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overjoy'd at his fall, that in a full Court whik 
every one ſtrove who ſhould be there firſt, they 
could not forbear reviling him in ſet Speeches 
full of bitter and contumehous Language; 
fending him in their Curſes to the Gallows, and 


to be pulPd down before their Faces, and to be 
broken againſt the Stones; and laſtly making 
Decrees that all his Titles ſhould every where 
be raz'd out, and the very Memory of him ut- 
terly aboliſh'd. Some few days before he. was
